13 Cent Spread on Ulster Gas Pump Prices 


KINGSTON — A check of pump 


prices for gasoline in the Kingston area 
has confirmed the results of a na- 
tionwide survey conducted by United 
Press International. Gasoline is plen- 
tiful, demand is strong, prices are creep- 
ing up and there is a wide disparity in 
prices, particularly for regular gas. 


Lloyd's Red Barn at Morton 


Boulevard and Boice's Lane was the 


" lowest-priced station'of the 20 checked 


by the Freeman Thursday. The Lloyd 
station, a full-service installation, sells 


two grades, regular for 63.9 cents and 
premium for 55.9 cents. Prices were 
•generally lower at independent stations, 
although there were exceptions. 


The highest prices in the Kingston 


area are along Washington Avenue near 
the Thruway traffic circle. A Gulf sta- 
tion at the entrance to Holiday Inn had 
the highest prices found in the survey, 
charging 60.9 cents for regular, 66.9 for 
no-lead and 68.9 for premium 


The pricing at nine-tenths of a cent 


was the common denominator in the 


survey. Every pump price without ex- 
ception was pegged at nine-tenths of a 
cent above an even penny. 


One station attendant explained the 


pricing structure and the reason why 
independents are often able to undersell 
the major brands. 


"It's the federal regulations," he said. 


"They (the oil companies) can't sell it 
to me any cheaper than they do, but if 
they've got a surplus they can sell it to 
an independent for as much as five 
cents a gallon cheaper." 


Variations in prices among dealers 


selling the same brand were not uncom- 
mon, indicating that it pays to shop 
around, even if you are addicted to one 
particular brand. The Gulf station on 
Broadway near Cedar Street had prices 
of 59.9 for regular, 61.9 for no-lead and 
64.9 for premium. At Dan Miller's Gulf 
station at Morton Boulevard and Boices 
Lane the corresponding prices were 
57.9, 59.9 and 63.9. At the Gulf station 
at Greenkill Avenue and Pair Street the 
prices were 58.9, 63.9 and 65.9. 


The Mobil station on the Boulevard 


had self-service prices of 55.9 for regular 
and 57.9 for premium. The Mobil sta- 
tion on Route 9W just north of Shoprite 
Square had self-service prices of 56.9 for 
regular, 60.9 for unleaded and 63.9 for 
premium, with full-service prices of 
63.9,* 65.9 and 68.9. The latter was the 
highest price found anywhere in the 
survey. 


The Mobil station on Washington 


Avenue charges 57.9, 59.9 and 62.9 for 


self-service, and five cents more in each 
case for full-service. 


The Arco station on Ulster Avenue 


Mall had prices of 57.9, 60.9 and 62.9, 
while the Arco station on Broadway 
near East Chester had posted prices of 
56.9, 60.9 and 62.9. The Hess station at 
East Chester and Flatbush Avenue 
charges 56.9 for regular and 57.9 for 
premium, while the Hess station on 
Ulster Avenue Mall was one cent 
cheaper on both grades.

CORNWALL — As a standup fun- 


nyman and front page headline 
monopolizer, Frederick G. Faerber HI 
takes the cake, says State Sen. Richard 
E. Schermerhorn, R-40th Dist., but as an 
entree planner and cook, he's a total 
travesty. 


"No one, but no one, eats what he 


wants to serve," grouched that Faerber 
was blithely ignoring the ground rules 
under which he had agreed to attend a 
fish fry at the Lake Katrine Rod and Gun 
Club to be prepared by Ulster County 
Federated Sportsmen president Faerber. 


Schermerhorn still has" no temerity 


whatsoever about eating Mid-Hudson 
River fish reported to contain hazardous 
polychlorinated biphenyls (PCB's). 


"Sure," says Schermerhorn, "I said I'd 


eat what commercial fishermen catch and 
sell from the Hudson—and what they 
catch and sell for a living is striped bass 
and shad. I'll eat as many bass and shad 
as I can handle. But I don't want his 
cream of eel soup, his uncooked greens 
salad or other garbage gook. I just want 
his fish." 


Faerber wouldn't eat his own appetizers 


and entree either, suggested the senator. 
And if he can't catch bass and shad with 
the finesse o£ other Hudson fishermen, 
Schermerhorn offered to catch them 
himself with Faerber as a witness. 


"I can put river mud in a salad, too," 


said Schermerhorn, "but if Faerber 
knows anything about bass and he should 
know you don't cook them in river water 
You fry 'em." 


The senator also decried Faerber's lack 


of attention to etiquette in extending his 
invitation to the fry without requesting 
the courtesy of RSVP. Previously Com- 
mitted to kicking off a Right to Life 
Walkathon in Chester on June 6, he said 


Energy Options Many; Funds Few 


STONE RIDGE—The ideas flowed 


thick and fast from more than a dozen 
"experts" in the 
energy field at 


Saturday's conference at Ulster Com- 
munity College but, as one speaker noted, 
there is no lack of ideas to solve our 
energy problems. 


Assemblyman Maurice Hinchey (D- 


101st Dist.), who organized the con- 
ference to explore the concept of energy 
sufficiency from many angles, traced the 
genesis of the energy bind to poor and 
inequitable government planning. 


Two main speakers, Dan Haley, chair- 


man of the State Assembly Energy Com- 
mittee, and Jack Reynolds, Ulster County 
energy coordinator, viewed the high cost 
of energy from conceptual and pragmatic 
perspectives respectively. 


And six panels composed of highly 


regarded area energy experts in their 
fields looked at the problem from these 
points of view: energy and the economy; 
conserving energy; new sources of energy; 


nuclear energy, the role of the consumer; 
and improving the utilities. 
' 


Hinchey led off by stating,"We are 


meeting here today to do sometmg about 
one of the most critical problems of our 
time—the decreasing availability of low- 
cost energy." 


The Saugerties assemblyman said the 


basic problem in our area is that the 
renewable sources such as sun, wind, 
water and organic matter have been left 
"totally undeveloped by those who de- 
termine the direction of energy research 
and application" He thought that "both 
government and industry have con- 
tributed to our present situation by choos- 
ing to ignore the many warning signs and 
by establishing policies for energy re- 
search and use that served narrow in- 
terests instead of the welfare of all people 
in all regions of the nation." 


He asked that an Energy Development 


Council for Ulster County be established 
to prepare a list of feasible local projects 
to produce «nergy, to be presented at a 


public meeting at the college Aug. 1. 


Haley said the nation is "hooked on a 


petroleum addiction," with New York 
State in a worse position than most 
because it has the highest power cost in 
the nation. 


He stated his principles as: equal com- 


petition among energy sources (such as 
nuclear, solar, wind); recognition that 
energy affects everything in our lives and 
is an infrastructure, as are the highways, 
not just a commodity; husbanding our 
exhaustible resources and using re- 
newable ones, conservation of energy as 
our "hidden solution," not necessarily 
lowering our standard of living; achieving 
ma maximum energy independence at 
the lowest consumer level, doing away 
with strongly centralized sources. 


The bill in the Assembly he has spon- 


sored includes five requirements he feels 
should be met before further construction 
of any nuclear generating plants is al- 
lowed: show the emergency core cooling 
system ia effective; waive liability limita- 
tions for the industry; show how waste 


will be stored; with uranium due to run 
out shortly, show a steady fuel supply; 
and show the investment will be profit- 
able. 


Reynolds, who was appointed county 


energy coordinator in late 1973 when the 
oil shortage struck, detailed the effects on 
personal lives caused by the shortage and 
how his agency attempted to make sure 
people did not suffer unnecessarily, by 
coordinating available resources of fuel 
oil, propane, and gasoline One of the 
concerns he expressed was that federal 
monies for energy seem to get as far as 
Albany and stop there, and he asked that 
legislators look into funneling some of 
that cash to the county level. His office 
runs on a budget of $200 a year. 


Hinchey thought citizen activism in the 


interests of the people was necessary to 
solve the energy problems. "This con- 
ference is part of the long overdue process 
whereby the people of our community 
begin to play a role in determining energy 
policyy in their own interest," he claimed. 


Hinchey Explains Aye for Gay 


ALBANY — "Yes," said Assemblyman 


Maurice D. Hinchey, D-101st Dist., when 
the roll call vote came up last week on the 
sexual discrimination bill sponsored by 
Assemblyman William Passannante, D- 
Manhattan. 


Hinchey was one of only 35 members of 


the Assembly to vote in favor of the bill, 
which st it. .The measure would have 
barred employers or landlords from dis- 
criminating against homosexuals. 


When so many Democrats had joined 


Republicans to so overwhelmingly defeat 
the bill, why had Hinchey «ided with the 
minority?-' 


"It's strictly a civil rights issue," said 


Hinchey, "and I believe in civil rights. I 
don't think people should be dis- 
criminated against on the basis of their 
life style and their beliefs." 


The defeated measure should have been 


viewed only in the light of civil rights, he 
feels. "People are entitled to behave as 
they wish and to conduct their own lives 
the way they want," he said, "as long as 
it doesn't affect or bother anyone else." 


"There was a time," said Hinchey, 


"when we discriminated against blacks 
and, perhaps, we still do. But, hopefully, 
that will be ended. And there was a time 


when my Irish grandfather was dis- 
criminated against. But, hopefully, there 
was a time when we discriminated 
against Catholics and, hopefully, that has 
ended. 


"As our society becomes more 


enlightened, we will discriminate less. 
Passage of a sexual discrimination bill is 
just one way of doing it." 


And what about the lengthy debate 


that the Passannante measure, since it 
would have prevented sexual discrimina- 
tion by employers, would have placers in 
classrooms to, perhaps, influence the 
mores of students9 


"I can't speak for the opinions of other 


Assemblymen in that regard," said 
Hinchey. "Some people create a 
bogeyman out of whole cloth. Had the bill 
passed, a person's activity in the 
schoolroom or in a similar place would 
still be controlled the way it is now by 
law." 


Added Hinchey, "They could not en- 


gage in anything unlawful and ihat bill 
would not have affected that one iota." 


In supporting the bill, he was simply 


supporting a civil rights measure, said 
Hinchey. "This is a free country," he 
added, "and, hopefully, we are going to 
keep it that way."

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Chief Justice Warren E. Burger cleared the way Saturday 


for a pair of Concorde jetliners to speed faster than rifle bullets across the Atlantic 
Ocean from London and Pans Monday, opening the age of supersonic travel to the 
United States 


Burger rejected an llth-hour plea by county officials in Virginia and New York for 


the Supreme Court to stop the inaugural supersonic transport flights to Dulles 
International Airport outside Washington. 


With that final legal barrier removed, British Airways and Air France pressed ahead 


with plans for their red, white and blue SSTs to touch down three minutes apart at 
Dulles just before noon EDT Monday in a ceremonial twin arrival 


The $60 million superjets will zip across the Atlantic in about 3Vi hours, half the 


time for subsonic flights, hitting cruising speeds of twice the speed of sound or about 
1,360 miles per hour.

The Judge on Friday did, 


however, impose further re- 
strictions on the Poughkeepsie 
firm, amending his previous 
order limiting the typw of ma- 
terials dumped to include 
grease, oil, sludge and house- 
hold garbage. 


Justice Conway apparently 


sought that rather than what 
he called a more " drastic 
remedy" of holding the firm in 
contempt. Previously the 
judge allowed the firm to 
dump "dry" materials on a 
temporary basis only between 
the hours of 6 a.m. and 6 p.m., 
until the case can be heard 
during the June term of Su- 
preme Court. 


Eight witnesses, seven of 


whom testified as to what type 
materials they saw at the Plat- 


tekill landfill May 13 and 14, 
after Justice Conway imposed 
restrictions on dumping there, 
testified at the hearing. All but 
Joseph Fiorello, manager of 
the Dutchess Sanitation firm, 
told 
of 
observing 
yellow- 


stained gauze, household gar- 
bage, an oily, wet substance 
containing 
bearings, 
paper 


products, drums and sludge. 


Rotten eggs would be a fair 


description of what Chief As- 
sistant District Attorney 
Michael Kavanagh said he 
smelled at the dump while 
Lawrence Morse of Clinton- 
dale called it"quite an odor." 
But Fiorello maintained that 
he did not smell anything of- 
fensive. 


The question of the sighting 


of gauze at the landfill led to 
debate. Those who saw it, blue 
on one side, white on the other 
described it varyingly as look- 
ing like paper diapers (Kim- 
bies), as being all white or 
simply large piles of gauze. 
But it was Fiorello's lawyer, 
Harold Mangold, who sug- 
gested that the blue and white 


cloth was used to wrap elec- 
trical switches. 


Plattekill Supervisor Domi- 


nick Ferrante testified that the 
blue and white cloth was not 
the gauze he saw at the dump. 


While many witnesses, in- 


cluding Edith 
Auchmoody, 


Plattekil town clerk testified 
that the dump "stunk," that it 
was wet and littered with bro- 
ken garbage bags, Mangold 
suggested that the garbage 
dumped there was placed at 
the site by " persons un- 
known" rather than Fiorello. 
He attacked 
one witness, 


Shirley Anson, cochairman of 
Concerned Citizens Commit- 
tee as the "dump watcher of 
Plattekill" which brought 
strong objections 
from 


Plattekill's counsel, Michael 
Forrester who decried 
the 


characterization. 


Mrs. Anson testified 
to 


seeing Dutchess Sanitation 
trucks at the site on many 
occasions between May 13 and 
19 and took photos of materi- 
als she saw dumped there. 


Mangold attempted to prove 


that the material at the dump 
was wet because of fire hoses 


used at the site to quell the 
tractor fire which occured dur- 
ing the period in question. 


Meanwhile Dutchess 


Sanitation's problems con- 
tinued to mount this week 
with the New York State De- 
partment of Environmental 
Conservation ordering the firm 
to appear June 4 at a public 
hearing in the department's 
regional office in New Paltz. 


Witnesses will testify as to 


the alleged violations includ- 
ing dumping of refuse not con- 
fined to an area effectively 
operated in accordance with 
the law; unsatisfactory com- 


paction and covering of refuse, 
deposit of refuse in and dis- 
charge leachate to waters of 
the state and allowing salvage 
of refuse in a manner creating 
a nuisance affecting public 
health. 


DEC 
officials 
determined 


last December that significant 
portions of the Plattekill site 
were occupied by freshwater 
wetlands and advised 
Dutchess Sanitation of that 
fact. 


Dutchess Sanitation has 


neither applied for nor ob- 
tained a permit for its dump- 
ing, in accordance with DEC 


regulation. The fir m it subject 
to civil penalties of up to 1600 
for each day during which they 
occur. Other violations. at 
subject to a civil penalty of up 
to $3,000. 


The hearing could alw remit 


in an order refraining DutcheM 
Sanitation from further u«e of 
the landfill until applying for 
and receiving DEC approval.

In 
light of that, it is clear that 
their economic demands are 
totally unrealistic." 


Schwartz said that more 


than money is involved at 
New Paltz. "Of all the state 
SUNY units, New Paltz has 
the one with the highest 
number of retrenched pro- 
fessors (eight)," she noted. 
"Some of them had been 
here 13 years. People with 
families, who played by the 
rules, worked hard, got doc- 
torates, and suddenly found 
the rules had changed." 


She said that Dr. Stanley 


K. Coffman Jr., SUNY New 
Paltz president, had ignored 
the recommendations made 
to him by a faculty commit- 
tee in making the retrench- 
ments, (discharges of tenured 
teachers.) 


"They made recommenda- 


tions and he ignored them 
and made his own cuts," she 
said. "It was just a charade 
—a game. 


"The UUP executive board 


feels that Dr. Coffman has 
not sufficiently protected the 
tenured faculty. If he could 
reemploy the retrenched peo- 
ple as was done at the 
SUNY unit in Buffalo, UUP 
would be most grateful." 


Schwartz 
said that she 


considered his actions "an 
attack on tenure." 


The two sides are sched- 


uled to resume bargaining 
next Tuesday in Albany.

temporary b asis only b etween 
the hou rs of 6 a.m. and 6 p.m., 
u ntil the case can b e heard 
du ring the Ju ne term of Su ­ 
preme Cou rt. 
Eight witnesses, sev en of 
whom testified as to what ty pe 
materials they saw at the Plat­ 


tek ill landfill May 13 and 14 , 
after Ju stice Conway imposed 
restrictions on du mping there, 
testified at the hearing. All b u t 
Joseph Fiorello, manager of 
the Du tchess Sanitation firm, 
told 
of 
ob serv ing 
y ellow- 
stained gau ze, hou sehold gar­ 
b age, an oily , wet su b stance 
containing 
b earings, 
paper 
produ cts, dru ms and slu dge. 


Rotten eggs wou ld b e a fair 
description of what Chief As­ 
s is ta nt D istrict A ttorney 
Michael Kav anagh said he 
smelled at the du mp while 
Lawrence Morse of Clinton­ 
dale called it"q u ite an odor.” 
Bu t Fiorello maintained that 
he did not smell any thing of­ 
fensiv e. 


The q u estion of the sighting 
of gau ze at the landfill led to 
deb ate. Those who saw it, b lu e 
on one side, white on the other 
describ ed it v ary ingly as look ­ 
ing lik e paper diapers (Kim- 
hies), as b eing all white or 
simply large piles of gau ze. 
Bu t it was Fiorello’s lawy er, 
Harold Mangold, who su g­ 
gested th at the b lu e and white 


cloth was u sed to wrap elec­ 
trical switches. 
Plattek ill Su perv isor Domi­ 
nick Ferrante testified th at the 
b lu e and white cloth was not 
the gau ze he saw at the du mp. 
While many witnesses, in­ 
clu ding 
Edith 
Au chmoody , 
Plattek il town clerk testified 
th at the du mp "stu nk ," th at it 
was wet and littered with b ro­ 
k en garb age b ags, Mangold 
su ggested th at the garb age 
du mped there was placed at 
the site b y " persons u n­ 
k nown” rather than Fiorello.

attack ed

witness. 
Shirley Anson, cochairman of 
Concerned Citizens Commit­ 
tee as the "du m p watcher of 
P la tte k ill” which b rou gh t 
s tr ong ob je c tions from 
Plattek ill'* cou nsel, Michael 
Forrester 
who 
decried 
the 
characterization. 
Mrs. 
Anson 
testified 
to 
seeing 
Du tchess 
Sanitation 
tru ck s at the site on many 
occasions b etween May 13 and 
19 and took photos of m ateri­ 
als she saw du mped there. 
Mangold attempted to prov e 
th at the material at the du mp 
was wet b ecau se of fire hoses 


u sed at the site to q u ell the 
tractor fire which occu red du r­ 
ing the period in q u estion. 
M e a nw h ile 
D u tc h e s s 
S a nita tion’s prob lem s con­ 
tinu ed to mou nt this week 
with the New York State De­ 
partment 
of Env ironmental 
Conserv ation ordering the firm 
to appear Ju ne 4 at a pu b lic 
hearing in the department's 
regional office in New Paltz. 
Witnesses will testify as to 
the alleged v iolations inclu d­ 
ing du mping of refu se not con­ 
fined to an area effectiv ely 
operated in accordance with 
the law; u nsatisfactory com­ 


paction and cov ering of refu se, 
deposit of refu se in and dis­ 
charge leachate to waters of 
the state and allowing salv age 
of refu se in a manner creating 
a nu isance affecting pu b lic 
health.

last Decemb er th at significant 
portions of the Plattek ill site 
were occu pied b y freshwater 
w e tla nd s 
a nd 
a d v is e d 
Du tchess Sanitation of that 
fact. 
D u tch ess S anitation has 
neither applied for nor ob ­ 
tained a permit for its du m p­ 
ing, in accordance with DEC 


regu lation. The fir rn is su b ject 
to civ il penalties of u p to $60 0 
for each day du ring which they 
occu r. Other v iolations 
a rt 
su b ject to a civ il penalty of up 
to $3,000. 
The hearing cou ld also result 
in an order refraining 
Dutchess 
Sanitation from fu rther use cif 
the landfill u ntil a pply ing fo r 
and receiv ing DEC a ppro v a l. 
Du tchess Sanitation is no w 
also su b ject to arrest b y Ulste r 
Cou nty Sheriffs Depa rtment 
if it fails to comply with Jus­ 
tice Conway ’s orders limiting 
its du mping to demolition 
ma ­ 
terials.

Paltz campu s, and pledged 
th at UUP wou ld not interfere 
in any way with parents and 
stu dents at gradu ation. 
Norman Brand, ex ecu tiv e 
assistant to the Director of 
Employ e Relations, said of 
th e A lb any pic k e ting:” If 
there has b een any foot drag­ 
ging, it has b een on the part 
of UUP. We had to drag 
th e m to th e b a rga ining 
tab le. 
Brand said th at the statu ­ 
tory impasse date was Dec. 
fe, 197 5 , and th at in Janu ary 
OER had to threaten to file 
im proper practice charges 
Jwith PERB to get the facu lty 
organization to the b argain­ 
ing tab le. The first session 
was held Feb . 3. 
"UUP is ask ing for a total 
of $6 4 million in direct com- 


pensation 
and 
work 
load 
changes,” Brand said. "We 
h av e ask ed th em to re ­ 
consider 
their 
demands in 
light of the state’s fiscal con­ 
d ition and th e sacrifices 
made 
b y other state em ­ 
ploy es this y ear. We are talk ­ 
ing ab ou t a u nit where the 
av erage salary , inclu ding fr­ 
inges, is $23,000 a y ear. In 
light of th at, it is clear that 
their economic demands are 
totally u nrealistic.” 
Schwartz said th at more 
than money is inv olv ed at 
New Paltz. “Of all the state 
SUNY u nits. New Paltz has 
the 
one 
with 
the 
highest 
nu mb er of retrenched pro­ 
fessors (eight),” she noted, 
"Some of them 
had b een 
here 13 y ears. People with 
families, who play ed b y the 
ru les, work ed hard, got doc­ 
torates, and su ddenly fou nd 
the ru les had changed.” 
She said th at Dr. Stanley 
K. Coffman Jr.. SUNY New 
Paltz president, had ignored 
the recommendations made 
to him b y a facu lty commit­ 
tee in mak ing the retrench­ 
ments, (discharges of tenu red 
teachers.) 
“They made recommenda­ 
tions and he ignored them 
and made his own cu ts,” she 
said. “ It was ju st a charade 
—a game. 
“The UUP ex ecu tiv e b oard 
feels th at Dr. Coffman has 
not su fficiently protected the 
tenu red facu lty . If he cou ld 
reemploy the retrenched peo­ 
ple 
as 
was 
done 
at 
the 
SUNY u nit in Bu ffalo, UUP 
wou ld b e most gratefu l.” 
Schwartz 
said 
th at 
she 
considered 
his actions “an 
attack on tenu re.”

To follow Mrs. Qu ick ’s su g­ 
gestion, he say s, wou ld b e to 
pu t cou nty work ers "in a 
cru nch on b oth ends th at we 
cannot afford."

pay an "ab su rd’’ su ggestion. 
Adds Phillips, “There are 
not many altru istic indiv id­ 
u als in priv ate indu stry who 
wou ld add 14 per cent to 
their work week withou t ju st 
compensation. And whatev er 
percentage of increase cou nty 
work ers receiv e in the u p­ 
coming 
contract, 
they will 
find the going tou gh enou gh 
in apply ing it to the spiraling 
costs of liv ing.” 


The CSEA president had a

Typical' Family Has Two Breadwinners 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


The typical American family 
no longer has a breadwinner 
husband and a homemaker 
wife, the Labor Department 
said Saturday. 


Nowadays, both marriage 


partners in the "typical" fami- 
ly have jobs. The erosion of 
family income is partly re- 
sponsible for sending more 
wives to work, says a study in 
the 
current 
issue of 
the 


department's "Monthly Labor 
Review." 


"The 
family model of 


husband-breadwinner and 
wife-homemaker is valid for 
only 34 out of 100 husband- 
wife families, compared with 
56 out of 100 a quarter century 
ago," it said. 


The number of employed 


wives has increased from 36 
cut of 100 in 1950 to 49 out of 
100 in 1975—a rise that has 
been more rapid among whites 
than blacks over the past 10 
years.

Seeking Clue to Bus Crash 


MARTINEZ, Calif. (UPI) - 


Four teams of experts sought 
an answer Saturday to the 
mystery of why a school bus 
crashed through a bridge of- 
framp guardrail and dropped 
22.5 feet to the ground, killing 
28 persons. 


The bus driver, Evan Pro- 


thero, 50, was in critical condi- 
tion and unable to talk. 


An annual safety inspection 


of the bus, which was 26 years 
old, was scheduled last week 
but skipped because its owner, 
Student Transportation, Inc., 
of Sacramento, planned to sell 
it almost immediately. 


The off-ramp swung in a 


tight curve with a 20 mph 
speed limit, and an attorney 
familiar with the bridge said 
the structure's design easily 
could be an important factor. 


Prothero, 
known 
to 
his 


friends as "Junior," paid a 
$302 fine in 1970 for drunk 
driving in a private car. He 
was involved in an accident 
last July but was not cited, 
and last November he was 
fined $25 for speeding. 


Capt. Bruce Emery of the 


California Highway Patrol 
said no skid marks on the 
pavement have been linked to 
the bus. Another official said, 
"There's so many black marks 


on that curve it would be 
difficult to connect them with 
any vehicle." 


Dean Estabrook, 35, director 


of the Yuba City High School 
chorus aboard the bus, saw the 
accident Friday in the re- 
arview mirror of a car he was 
driving just ahead. But 
Estabrook'3 wife was among 
the dead and he remained Sat- 
urday in shock. 


Twenty four persons sur- 


vived the crash, and nine were 
in critical condition. Because 
the bus overturned and pan- 
caked upside down, many of 
the victims, spread among six 
hospitals, suffered severe head 
injuries 


The study said a lag in pay 


scales for women meant they 
still contribute only about 26 
per cent of family income, un- 
changed from the 1920*. 


Salary differences are ex- 


plained in part because the 
bulk of working wives have 
gone into low-paying, tradi- 
tional female jobs in service 
industries. Female em- 
ployment 
has 
more 
than 


doubled in these industries 
since 1950, while it has risen 
only about one-fifth in goods- 
producing industries. 


But the attachment of work- 


ing wives to their jobs was 
"neither temporary nor 
capricious," the study said. It 
found 72 per cent of working 
wives hold fulltime positions. 


The report concluded rapid 


growth among working wives 
over the past quarter century 
began with middle-aged wom- 
en whose children were grown, 
and has shifted to younger 
women still of child-bearing 
age.

Jamestown, Virginia, in the 
early 17th century to work by 
Thomas Jefferson, which 
shaped our present experi- 
ment stations.

freezing. 


Jubilee, Seneca Chief, 


Golden Cross, NK 199 and 
Silver Queen are among the 
good sweet corn hybrids. For 
freezing on the cob, choose 
varieties with a small cob 
like Seneca Chief. 


Many round tomato varie- 


ties are quite satisfactory for 
canning if the fruits are rela- 
tively free of blotchy ripen- 
ing. A couple of exceptions 
may be the Heinz 1350 and 
Campbell 1327 variteies 
which often are flavorless 
when canned as whole or 
stewed tomatoes. 


The pear-shaped types like 


Roma VF or Chico lH are 
very good for making prod- 
ucts like chili sauce or paste 
but are rather flavorless 
when canned whole. The pH 
(acid) readings of tomato va- 
rieties seem to vary so much 
that it is difficult to identify 
any of the newer ones that 
are consistently low. In lim- 
ited observations, the yellow 
varieties appear to be in the 
same pH range as the cur- 
rently popular reds. 
Tent Bugs 


The eggs of the eastern tent 


caterpillar are hatching out 
and the young larvae (im- 
mature insects) are beginning 
to build conspicuous silken 
tents in branch crotches. 


Black cherry, chokecherry 


and apple trees are favored 
food plants, but they can at- 
tack several other ornamen- 
tals. 


The tents are quite small at 


first, but in six to seven weeks 
they will be greatly enlarged 
and hard to miss. The 
caterpillars are aggressive and 
can cause severe defoliation. 


Each day the caterpillars re- 


turn to the silken nest to await 
the cooler periods of evening to 
wander out in search of food. 
If only one or two trees are 
infested, hand removing and 
destroying 
the 
nests and 


larvae while they are still 
small may be effective in con- 
trolling them. In severe in- 
festations, either the insec- 
ticide carbaryl (Sevin), 
maiathion or methoxychlor 
may be used. If using carbaryl

Tips Offered for 


People become gardeners 


for many reasons. For some, 
gardening is simply a recrea- 
tional (and re-creational) 
hobby 
with no 
particular 


aim. For others it may be 
the desire to grow a plant to 
its greatest ornamental beau- 
ty. Still others find max- 
imum pleasure in raising and 
savoring 
g a r d e n - f r e s h 


tomatoes or sweet corn and 
crisp, juicy carrots. For you 
there may be other personal 
reasons. 


There are also many kinds 


of gardens and they can be 
in the city, suburbs or coun- 
try. If you live in a con- 
dominium or an apartment 
the gardenc site must be a 
patio, a balcony or a window 
ledge, or perhaps a shelf un- 
der artificial light, and con- 
fined to flower pots, boxes or 
other 
types of 
containers 


which can give a surprisingly- 
bountiful crop of a favorite 
flower or vegetable. 


If you are fortunate enough 


to have space outdoors, more 
enjoyment will be realized by 
placing the garden close to 
the house—even adjacent to 
the patio or terrace. This 
makes it more convenient to 
give the garden some care 
each day and to watch it 
grow., admiring the wonders 
of nature as the first tomato 
blossom gradually becomes 
the first garden-ripened 
tomato. 


However, the location for 


the garden depends most of 
all on exposure. Select 
a 


place that provides all the 


sunshine possible. This is 
particularly important for 
vegetables. Don't plan a 
garden near large trees or in 
continuous shade, and try to 
avoid areas that are flooded 
during rain storms. If gar- 
dening is a new undertaking, 
for the first year think KISS 
— Keep it Small and 
Simple.

Freeman Readers Write 


The following letter was sent to Ewald 
B. Nyquist, Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, Albany, and a copy submitted to 
The Freeman. 


As a concerned parent and member of 


the Onteora School District community, 
I urge you to make every effort to arrive 
at a decision concerning the board s rec- 
ommendation with regard to Super- 
intendent Marlow. The dissensions pres- 
ently being created by this situation are 
proving most destructive of the healthy 
educational environment that should ex- 


. ist in this otherwise pleasant district. 


Marlow's recent public declaration that 


he will not seek another term as Super- 
intendent might cause you or any other 
concerned person to relax their sense of 
urgency under the false assumption that 
no further harm can occur. For what it is 
worth I offer this advice; my own associa- 
tion with Marlow was relatively brief but 
very personal and I found him to be a 
most complete and utter hypocrite; a 
politician in the worst sense of that 
Watergate tarnished word. It is 
noteworthy that he did not say that he 
would refuse a new offer by the board if 
the coming election resulted in a majority 
favoring him. Machiavelli might admire 
his subtlety. 


I have tried very hard to understand 


this person and the actions of the board 
both pro and con and after many ques- 
tions and much reflection have concluded 
that the many Board Workshop meetings 
were the strongest influencing factor to be 
considered. First his supporters: three 
ladies who have led a very sheltered and 
conservative life, are appalled at any 
criticism of highest authority and are so 
innocent of any knowledge of evil that 
they would likely vote for Nixon today. 
They have been known to wax nostalgic 
about the days when the board always 
voted 9 to 0 in favor of any suggestion 
made by the Superintendent. These 
ladies are all concerned with the honor of 
being a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion and of the obvious public spirit they 
display. To a great extent, however, they 
are usually conspicuous by their absence 
from any but public meetings and dinner 
functions and rarely concern themselves 
with the day to day work ot the board. 
The one exception to this is a lady whose 
ability to ignore factual contradictions 
nothing short of phenomenal.

Reag an, by co ntrast, stay ed away and ho ped his mo mentum wo uld 
carry him in. His leisurely weekend schedule was desig ned o n the 
o ne hand to permit him to g iv e away the state o f Michig an as 
naturally belo ng ing to Fo rd if he lo st; while also allo wing him, if by 
chance he wo n, to sug g est ho w easy it has no w beco me fo r him to 
win. 
4 . Ho w do es it no w stand? It wo uld appear o bv io us that Reag an 
will win the balance o f the rim states, plus the all-impo rtant v o te 
in Califo rnia. While Fo rd will win in New Jersey , and Ohio . 
No w it is no t y et established which o f the two men is the 
mo st 
po pular 
candidate. The po int was nerv o usly , and ineffectiv ely , 
made by the backers o f Senato r Hubert Humphrey in 19 7 2 that 
altho ug h Senato r McGo v ern had g o t away with the majo rity o f the 
deleg ates, Humphrey had actually beaten McGo v ern in terms o f 
to tal v o tes cast fo r him. 
The state o f Califo rnia threw this into dramatic fo cus, the rule 
there being (it has since been chang ed) that the winner o f the 
primary co ntest takes IOO o f the deleg ates. 
As thing s no w stand, in the primaries in which v o ters declare 
their preferences fo r an indiv idual candidate Reag an has wo n 
2,118,17 9 v o tes, and Fo rd 2,6 86 ,3 5 4 v o tes. Fo rd is ahead by a ratio 
o f 5 5 .9 ag ainst Reag an’s 4 4 .1 per cent. But Reag an has 5 14 pledg ed 
deleg ates, Fo rd o nly 4 3 2. Altho ug h this wo uld appear to be demo ­ 
cratic pro fanatio n, it can’t be readily established that it is any 
such thing . Because in sev eral states in which Reag an wo n big 
blo cs o f deleg ates, the v o tes fo r Reag an deleg ates as o ppo sed to 
v o tes fo r Fo rd deleg ates were no t tabulated. It isn’t at this po int 
clear whether it is po ssible to kno w what the net co unt is. 
That being the case, it is premature to say —any thing . Pro bably 
we shall hav e to wait until there is a cry stallizatio n o f Republican 
o pinio n. The establishmentarians will urg e no t so much the po wers 
o f Fo rd, as the security o f Fo rd. The co nserv ativ es will co ntinue to 
urg e the pro po sitio n that any o ne who can challeng e a sitting 
president as effectiv ely as Reag an has do ne, co uld, released fro m 
the shado w o f the incumbent, make hug e inro ads into po pular 
sentiment. The latter arg ument is, if no t co nclusiv e, at least ap­ 
pealing .

Carter's near-disaster in 


Tuesday's Michigan primary 
thus came as an unexpected 
lift for Crangle. He arrived 
here from Buffalo, where he is 
Democratic chairman of Erie 
County, aimed with a plan to 
form an "independent com- 
mittee" to promote Sen. Hum- 
phrey for the presidential nom- 
ination. 


On the heels of Carter's 


razor-edge 
win over Rep. 


Morris Udall in Michigan, the 
state where Carter had every- 
thing on paper going his way, 
plus his smashing 12-point loss 
to Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
in Maryland, Joe Crangle's 
mission suddenly looked 
slightly less than impossible. 
Indeed, Carter's tumbles and

near-tumbles in New York, 
Wisconsin, Connecticut, Ne- 
braska, Michigan and Mary- 
land have led some Democrat- 
ic politicians to find incon- 
gruous — but dangerous — 
vulnerabilities in the former 
governor of Georgia. 


On peper, Carter still seems 


all but unstoppable with at at 
least 1,000 delegates before he 
even arrives at the Madison 
Square Garden 
convention. 


But on paper, backed by the 
powerful United Auto Work- 
ers, by the popular black 
Mayor Coleman Young of De- 
troit and by the party's most 
recent gubernatorial nominee, 
Carter seemed assured of a big 
win over Udall in Michigan. 
Politics is psychology as well 
as numbers, and Carter's poor 
showings Tuesday seem to 
prove, as one party official told 
us, "that a helluva lot of Dem- 
ocrats just don't want to vote 
for Jimmy Carter." 


Crangle's "independent 


committee" will probably be 
headed by Illinois Rep. Paul 
Simon, a long-time Humphrey 
booster. It will differ radically 
from an earlier version which 


Humphrey himself aborted on 
April 29, following Carter's im- 
pressive victory in Pennsylva- 
nia. 


The new committee, which 


will permit legal fund-raising 
and formation of a Humphrey- 
for-President organization, 
will shun visible connection 
with the Senator's political 
base in Minnesota. It was that 
connection, Crangle and Si- 
mon believe, which enabled 
Humphrey to veto the post- 
Pennsylvania effort. 


Indeed, Crangle, Simon and 


other stop-Carter Democratic 
leaders were livid over 
Humphrey's damaging de- 
cision to hold a massive press 
conference on April 29 to an- 
nounce his refusal "to author- 
ize any committee" to promote 
his candidacy. The statement 
along with its dramatic setting 
was such overkill that a pro- 
Humphrey letter to 17,000 par- 
ty officeholders signed by Si- 
mon never even got mailed. 
Now a similar letter is in the 
works.

LWV Reports Findings 
On Revenue-Sharing 


Editor's Note: Members of the League 


of Women Voters of Mid-Ulster have 
made a detailed study of General Reven- 
ue Sharing. Th e following article sum- 
marizes the results of their findings. 


General Revenue Sharing (GRS), the 


cornerstone of what has been called the 
"New Federalism," has become the largest 
U.S. domestic program. Known officially 
as the State and Local Fiscal Assistance 
Act, $30.2 billion in general revenue shar- 
ing will have been distributed from Jan. 
1972 to Dec. 1976 to nearly 39,000 juris- 
dictions. States receive one-third and local 
governments two-thirds of the funds the 
federal government provides with few 
strings or federal requirements. 


GRS authorization expires at the end of 


1976 tfnd Congress has been under mount- 
ing pressure by the Administration, state 
and local officials to renew the program. 
The House Government Operations Sub- 
committee on Intergovernmental Relations 
and Human Resources is nearing comple- 
tion of its markup of renewal legislation 
Now is the time to begin a major effort 
towards gaining needed reforms to the pro- 
gram. 


The League has consistently supported 


federal categorical aid programs aimed at 
poverty and discrimination and obtaining 
equal access to housing, employment and 
quality education. That was not support 
for the concept of categorical grants, the 
method of distribution, but for the sub- 
stantive aid which the grants financed. In 
the same way, the League does not sup- 
port or oppose revenue sharing per se. 


However, the financing of those pro- 


grams which the League supports depends 
on what happens to revenue sharing funds 
at the state and local levels. We are faced 
with the realities of the reduction and 
termination of many categorical programs. 
Therefore, working to secure an equitable 
amount of general revenue sharing for so- 
cial services, minorities and the poor is an 
appropriate course of action. 


Extension of general revenue sharing is 


fast becoming the political football of the 
94th Congress and final passage may not 
come until well into the football and fall 
election season. Most observers agree that 
some kind of extension will take place this 
year, but how long and what form are the 
real issues The Administration is taking a 
hard line on GRS, insisting on an almost 
exact replica of the previous program. Sev- 
eral influential members of Congress, in- 
cluding Committee Chairman Jack Brooks 
D . of the House Government Operations 
Committee, where the legislation 
originates in the House, and the chairmen 
of the House Appropriations and Budget 
Committees, George Mahon D Tx. and 
Brock Adams . oppose the concept of GRS 
and will probably put hurdles in its path. 
On the other side of the Hill, Senator 
Russell Long D La will undoubtedly have 
his own line of questions and proposals to 
pursue. 


The Senate, however, will not consider 


the legislation until it passes the House. 
The House Government 
Operations 


Subcommitt-e on Intergovernmental Rela- 


tions and Human Resources has about 
completed markup of GRS legislation. The 
subcommittee bill is a compromise of 
three bills - the Administration bill, and 
reform bills introduced by Reps. Robert 
Drinan . and Dante Fascell The League of 
Women Voters favors the Fascell bill, and 
believes Congress should consider the fol- 
lowing points in connection with General 
Revenue Sharing funds: 


(1) The need to strengthen public partic- 


ipation procedures in the general revenue 
sharing program in order to assure ade- 
quate public hearings prior to budgetary 
decisionmaking by the local and state gov- 
ernments. 


(2) Civil rights provisions should be 


strengthened so that GRS funds do not 
support discriminatory practices m public 
employment, private contractor em- 
ployment and public services and facil- 
ities. The best handle to assure com- 
pliance with civil rights provisions is the 
cutoff of federal funds when violations are 
demonstrated. It is important that juris- 
dictions not be allowed to prevent cutoffs 
through prolonging administrative or judi- 
cial proceedings or other loopholes. Like- 
wise, when discrimination is alle%ged, 
there should be a process for speedy reso- 
lution of the issue. 


(3) The allocation formula should be 


changed to direct adequate funds to states 
and localities with the greatest need. 
While the League prefers the Fascell for- 
mula to accomplish this goal, we realize 
that it is politically difficult 
to re- 


distribute revenue sharing funds - shifting 
funds from one jurisdiction or state to 
another. Therefore, the League and other 
groups have advanced a compromise pro- 
posal which provides that states and local- 
ities would receive their full entitlements 
under the existing formula. However, if 
Congress decides this year or in future 
years to increase the total funds for reven- 
ue sharing, the additional funds would be 
distributed proportionately using the 
Fascell formula. Jurisdictions not gaming 
under the Fascell formula would be "held 
harmless." 


The Fascell formula changes the existing 


formula by substitution percentage of peo- 
ple below the poverty level for the per 
capita income factor. The Fascell formula 
compromise would conform more closely to 
what Congress intended four years ago in 
enacting revenue sharing to put "the mon- 
ey where the needs are." The effect of this 
compromise would be to provide more 
funds to inner city and poor rural areas, if 
Congress decides to increase GRS funds 
beyond present levels. 


(4) Greater accountability should be 


structured into the GRS program through 
expanded reporting requirements by states 
and localities, and by the Director of the 
Office of Revenue Sharing to Congress. 
While forward appropriations should be 
provided in order to permit states and 
localities to anticipate the use of GRS 
funds in their budgets, Congress should 
conduct annual reviews of the appropria- 
tion levels in order to make adjustments 
based on changes in the economy.

Paltz Oasis Flourishes 


NEW PALTZ—Unlike the 


plethora of drug-related crisis 
centers that flourished for a 
time in the late 1960s and 
died a natural death, Oasis 
at the State University Col- 
lege at New Paltz has 
flourished and continues to 
grow in scope. 


And its influence is bound 


to extend even further into 
the community, as a group of 
private citizens in New Paltz 
is working on the organiza- 
tion of a crisis intervention 
center in the village, with 
help from some people at 
Woodstock's answer to the 
people problem—Family. 
People interested in the 
project are asked to contact 
Nancy Kafka at 338-2370. 


Oasis began in 1970 as a 


hotline to respond to drug 
problems. Funded by an an- 
nual $10,100 grant from Ul- 
ster County, plus funds from 
the State University, 
the 


center has expanded its ser- 
vices from about 100 calls in 
1973-74 to about 1,000 calls 
the first semester of this 
school year alone. 


Outside of Zach Rosen, the 


director, all of the 40 or so 


workers at Oasis are volun- 
teers Training is coordinated 
by Rosen and supervised by

professionals.People are

7 a.m. weekends on 
the 


ground floor of Deyo Hall. 
The problem is up to the in- 
dividual—depression, a bad 
drug trip, busted for shop- 
lifting or drugs, or just some- 
body to talk to.

Usually serious prob- 
lems require referral to a pro- 
fessional.

plained that Oasis' aim as a 


crisis intervention is to pro- 
vide students with an alter- 
native short term peer coun- 
seling service.

accompany him to the police

Some local lawyers 


will help on a barter basis, 
in exchange for services 
When concerts are held on 
campus.

graders scored 80 on both 
tests; and ninth graders 
scored 71 on reading and 76 
on mathematics. 


State reference points for

KINGSTON-The Ulster 


County SPCA has issued a 
statement 
condemning the 


use;- of steel jaw traps as 
cruel and inhumane, stat- 


ing" it 
can see no justifi- 


cation for the continued use 
of this barbaric instrument 
in the 20th century. 


The SPCA said that more 


than 11 million animals are 
reported trapped in the Unit- 


ed States each year for fur, 
with some 90 -per cent of this 
number taken in steel jaw 
traps, a vise-like spring- 
driven 
clamp 
arrangement 


that snaps shut on the paw 
or leg of the victim. 


One objection raised, 


beyond the suffering of the 
animal that often drives it 
gnaw its own leg off, is that 
many states do not require 


trappers to check their sets 
at regular intervals. New 
York has such a law, but it 
is considered almost im- 
possible to enforce. 


The trap is non-selective. 


It may catch three or four 
other 
animals 
before 
the 


sought after fur bearing one 
is captured. Some are the 
family pets, three-legged dogs 


and cats. The SPCA suggests 
that the instant-kill Conibear 
trap be used instead to spare 
the animal suffering.

More Than Detente Needed 


MOSCOW (UPI) - U.S. 


diplomats 
recently 
handed 


over to Soviet officials three 
bulky brown paper rolls, each 
weighing more than 100 
pounds, containing the final 
blueprints and techical draw- 
ings for a new American em- 
bassy in Moscow. 


For both sides it was a signif- 


icant step in an extraordinari- 
ly complicated, expensive and 
drawnout undertaking. 
But 


the whole thing still .is far from 
completion. . 


Negotiations on the building 


of a new U.S. Embassy here 
and a new Soviet diplomatic 
complex in Washington have 
been going on for more than a 
decade. Yet not a single brick 
has been laid on either site and 
neither embassy is likely to be 
completed before the 1980s. 


"Rome wasn't built in a day 


either," one American 
diplomat said, "although I 
guess there was a bit more to 
it." 


American officials describe 


the sprawling embassy com- 
pound planned for Moscow as 
the biggest and most ex- 
pensive overseas construction 
operation ever launched by the 
U.S. State Department. 


By current estimates, the 


total cost will be approximate- 
ly $100 million. 


The move was made neces- 


sary by a rapid expansion of 
manpower at the U.S. mission 
here — now totaling 145 
diplomats and their families 


— that brought on severe over- 
crowding at the present em- 
bassy. 


Officials also want to 


eliminate continual housing 
problems caused by a shortage 
of adequate apartments in 
Moscow by having living quar- 
ters for the bulk of the staff on 
the embassy grounds. 


The final blueprints handed 


over on April 26 for Soviet 
approval show an almost self- 
sufficient community situated 
on a 10-acre site just behind 
the present embassy building. 


Walled 
and liberally 


sprinkled with trees, the,new 
compound will be horseshoe 
shaped and include'a school, 
approximately 130 apart- 
ments, a seven-floor chancery 
building, plus movie theater, 
cafeteria, gymnasium, medi- 
cal offices and underground 
parking for 125 vehicles. 


The whole issue of building 


new embassies here and in 
Washington is governed by 
two basic agreements ham- 
mered out in talks that began 
in the mid 1960s. One, signed 
in 1969, settled on sites in the 
respective capitals,- and the 
other, signed in 1972, included 
the conditions of construction. 


They cover in excruciating 


detail such topics as prepara- 
tion of the sites (done by the 
host country free of charge) to 
whether building materials 
can be imported duty free 
(they can) to the maximum 
height of each chancery — 


Horrendous Times 
For Rio Traffic 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (UPI) — A New Yorker who lives 


here says he gets his kicks hanging around a corner drugstore 
watching Brazilian drivers turn left from the right-hand lane. 


Although Brazil's traffic problem has some amusing aspects, 


it is also tragic. 


A recent traffic engineering study said accident indices in 


Brazil are 15 times higher than in the United States, and the 
road deaths per 100,000 inhabitants is more than three times 
higher — 12 in the United States as compared to 41 in Brazil. 


Rio traffic experts blame part of the problem on Brazil's 


relatively recent entry into the automotive world. 


Fifteen years ago almost all cars on the road were imported 


by wealthy persons at great expense. 


But now Brazil is the eighth largest producer of cars and 


trucks in the world and the greatest part of its almost one- 
million-unit annual production goes to the rapidly expanding 
domestic market. 


As a result a lot of relatively inexperienced drivers are on the 


roads. 


Other officials are on record as blaming the problem on poor 


roads and corruption in driver instruction and testing. 


Whatever the cause, the result is horrendous traffic problems. 
Some examples: Rio has several semipermanent, mini-traffic 


jama at popular intersections. Blame the large numbers of 
people turning left from the middle or right-hand lanes, and 
vice versa. 


Nature and the Rio motorist abhor a vacuum. Leave a 


reasonably safe distance between you and the car in front of 
you, and a Rio driver will come fill it up — even if the lane 
he's leaving was moving faster. 


Street backed up? Try the sidewalk, you can honk the 


pedestrians out of the way, and someone will surely let you back 
into traffic— if you force them to. 


Take a bus if you can swim. Rio's speedy bus drivers tumble 


their loaded vehicles into the city's open canal system with 
unnerving regularity.

Each tide agrees to provide 


the site for 86 years rent free, 
not to tax the property and not 
to "create or permit conditions 
that will interfere with full 
acess to them and their proper 
use and enjoyment." 


The agreements also call for 


each side to submit all its 
blueprints and plans for ap- 
proval by local authorities — 
something that the Soviets 
completed in Washington last 
year. 


But because of the com- 


plicated design of the U.S. 
Embassy here — and because 
by agreement work here and 
Washington must proceed si- 
multaneously — construction 
is not expected to begin at 
least until next year. 


Before that must come yet 


another round of highly-de- 
tailed negotiations on contrac- 
ting out the building. That 
involves the delicate question 
of how much work each coun- 
try will insist on doing itself 
and how much it will permit 


workers from the other side to 
do. 


Preliminary American plans 


call for the Soviet side to carry 
out all excavation, land- 
scaping and much of the basic 
structural work, with Ameri- 
cans or West Europeans 
brought in to'handle the fin- 
ishing. 
. Here, too, lie potential prob- 
lems. For example, ware- 
housing of materials. U.S. of- 
ficials say they must negotiate 
with the Soviets on where and 
how the materials can be 
stored while construction is 
underway, and what oort of 
security will be arranged. 


A bigger problem that may 


ultimately be most responsible 
for delays are the 1980 summer 
Olympic games, to be held in 
Moscow. The Soviet Union al- 
ready has a persistent shortage 
of skilled construction work- 
ers, but U.S. officials fear the 
situation could become worse 
as manpower is diverted to 
massive preOlympic building 
programs planned for the Sovi- 
et capital.

Fifteen y ears ago almo st all cars o n the ro ad were imp o rted 
by wealthy p erso n s at great ex p en se. 


Bu t n o w Brazil is the eighth largest p ro du cer o f cars an d 
tru ck s in the wo rld an d the greatest p art o f its almo st o n e- 
millio n -u n it an n u al p ro du ctio n go es to the rap idly ex p an din g 
do mestic mark et.

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The War Against Poverty Still Being Waged 


WASHINGTON (DPI) — Remember the war on poverty? 
£ lot of people thought it got misplaced on the battlefields 


oftVietnam. Some believe it was laid waste in the urban riots 
o$968. Others think it was dismantled by President Nixon and 
fiie'd away with other rhetoric from Lyndon Johnon's "Great 
Society." 


Samuel Martinez, a 43-year-old Coloradan who is the new 


director of the government's antipoverty program, says it might 
not be a "war" any more, but that the effort to eliminate 
poyerty from American society is still flourishing — even if less 
ambitious and controversial than in its heyday in the 1960s. 


Martinez is director of the Community Services Adminis- 


tration, the agency created to replace the Johnson era's Office 
oP^Economic Opportunity. 


'President Ford appointed Martinez to take over the de- 


moralized and embattled antipoverty agency in March. He 
formerly was regional director for both OEO and the Colorado 
state labor department. 


Martinez, of Lakewood, Colo., already has 
_ set out to 


reorganize the agency and generate new enthusiasm among 
C§A employes. At the same time, he is more modest about the 
agency's goals than his early predecessors. 


"The war on poverty was mislabeled," he said in an 


interview. "Conceptually, it promised more than it could 
deliver. 


"We find that a lot of people, from John Q. Public to Congress 


to private enterprise, still believe the war on poverty is the 
Community Services Administration. They couldn't be further 
from the truth." 


The OEO began as an umbrella agency for all government 


antipoverty activities. When he took office in 1969, Nixon 
began transferring many of its functions — manpower training 
and legal services — to older, politically safe federal depart- 


ments. OEO was left as a skeletal administrative office in the 
White House. 


The new CSA, however, retains community action, one of the 


most controversial antipoverty efforts of a decade ago. Com- 
munity action agencies once angered local governments by 
using federal funds to support homegrown activists using street 
demonstrations and sit-ins to demand improved public services 
for the poor. 


"When they were first set up," Martinez said, "they attracted 


some very volatile people who saw them as a tremendous

opportunity to turn the problem around overnight. They tended 
to to alienate city hall, mayors and the government. 


"The system needed to be refined, to find a way to link 


community action with municipal government. As there began 
to develop a little sophistication, there was a realization that 
they had to make a contribution, too." 


Martinez eaid 875 local community action agencies remain, 


and they receive the bulk of his office's $500 million annual 
budget.

"The mayors now see the action agencies as a good thing, 


he said. "They provide a forum where frustrations can be 
vented, ideas exchanged and resources identified." 


Locally, community action agencies operate a wide range of 


programs, including comprehensive neighborhood service cen- 
ters, Head Start programs for needy preschool children, job 
training, food assistance and health care. 


On the federal level, he said, the' CSA's most ambitious 


project has involved "winterizing" the homes of poor people. 


Growing out of the Arab embargo fuel shortages of 1973, the 


program has resulted in fuel-saving insulation of 40,000 homes 
out of an estimated eight million needing it, a pilot fuel subsidy 
for the poor, and creation of emergency fuel depots.

M artinez is director of the Com m u nity Serv ices A dm inis­ 
tration. the ag ency created to replace the Johnson era's Office 
off Econom ic O pportu nity . 
president Ford appointed M artinez to take ov er the de­ 
m oralized and em battled antipov erty ag ency in M arch. He 
fotmerly was reg ional director for both OEO and the Colorado 
s tjte labor departm ent. 
M artinez, of Lakewood, Colo., already has set ou t to 
reorg anize the ag ency and g enerate new enthu siasm among 
f» A employ es At the sam e tim e, he is more m odest abou t the 
ag ency 's g oals than his early predecessors. 


"T he war on pov erty was m islabeled," he said in an 
interv iew 
"C onceptu ally , it prom ised more than it cou ld 
deliv er. 
"W e find that a lot of people, from John Q. Pu blic to Cong ress 
to priv ate enterprise, still believ e the war on pov erty is the 
C om m u nity Serv ices A dm inistration. They cou ldn't be fu rther 
from the tru th." 
T he OEO beg an as an u m brella ag ency for all g ov ernm ent 
antipov erty activ ities. W hen he took office in 196 9, Nix on 
beg an transferring m any of its fu nctions — m anpower training 
and leg al serv ices — to older, politically safe federal d epart­ 


m ents. OEO was left as a skeletal adm inistrativ e office in the 
W hite Hou se. 
T he new CSA, howev er, retains com m u nity action, one of the 
most controv ersial antipov erty efforts of a decade ag o. C om ­ 
m u nity action ag encies once ang ered local g ov ernm ents by 
u sing federal fu nds to su pport homeg rown activ ists u sing street 
dem onstrations and sit-ins to dem and improv ed pu blic serv ices 
for the poor. 
“ W hen they were first set u p," M artinez said, "they attracted 
some v ery v olatile people who saw them as a trem endou s 


They tended 
to to alienate city hall, m ay ors and the g ov ernm ent. 
“The sy stem needed to be refined, to find a way to link 
com m u nity action with m u nicipal g ov ernm ent. As there beg an 
to dev elop a little sophistication, there was a realization that 
they had to m ake a contribu tion, too." 
M artinez said 8 7 5 local com m u nity action ag encies rem ain, 
and they receiv e the bu lk of his office’s $5 00 million annu al 
bu dg et. 
"T he m ay ors now see the action ag encies as a g ood thing ," 
he said. "T hey prov ide a foru m where fru strations can be 
v ented, ideas ex chang ed and resou rces identified." 
Locally , com m u nity action ag encies operate a wide rang e of 
prog ram s, inclu ding com prehensiv e neig hborhood serv ice cen­ 
ters, H ead S tart prog ram s for needy preschool children, job 
training , food assistance and health care. 
On the federal lev el, he said, the CSA’s most am bitiou s 
project has inv olv ed "w interizing " the homes of poor people.

cost of operating company au- 
tomobiles has skyrocketed'in 
' recent years but the rise in the 
price of gasoline has little to do 
with it. 


In fact, the country's leading 


expert 
in 
the 
field 
says 


gasoline has gone up least of 
any of the costs of operating 
business cars — only 205.6 per 
cent since 1940, much less 
than the inflation of money 
since then. 


Rufus E. Runzheimer, Jr., of 


Rochester, Wis., runs a firm 
that provides a cost statistical 
base for the American Auto- 
mobile Association, the Cana- 
dian Automobile Association 
and many business firms. 


More than 150,000 drivers of 


business cars are governed by 
rules formulated for their com- 
panies by Runzheimer. The 
operating cost of these care 
runs to about $450 million a 
year and it is going up much 
too fast, Runzheimer said, so 
something has to give. 


What is the big cost in oper- 


ating business cars, if fuel 
isn't? 


It's insurance, which cost an 


average of $427 last year 
against only $53 in 1940, a 
jump of 705 per cent! 


The other costs that have 


gone up most, 'Runzheimer 
said, also are fixed, having 
little relation to mileage: Blue- 
book depreciation, taxes in- 
cluding registration fees, and 
interest 
on 
financing the 


purchase of the car. Together 
with insurance, these fixed 
charges have jumped from an 
average of $328 in 1940 to an 
estimated $1,990 for 1976. 


But Runzheimer said ex- 


travagant and luxurious hab- 


its also have run the cost up., 
He said the general switch to 
eight-cylinder motors from six 
cylinders in 1960 and the use 
of ah- conditioning were unnec- 
essary expenses. 


About the only area in which 


the rise in gasoline prices hurt, 
he said, was where companies 
are careless about letting em- 
ployes use business cars for 
personal trips. He said a more 
careful drawing and enforce- 
ment of rules about that could 
save many companies up to 10 
per cent on their car bills. He 
also said many employes are 
allowed company cars who 
have no. legitimate reason to 
.get such a perquisite.

Ru fu s E. Ru nrheimer, Jr., of 
Rochester, Wis., ru ns a firm 
that prov ides a cost statistical 
base for the American Au to­ 
mobile Association, the Cana­ 
dian Au tomobile Association 
and many bu siness firms. 
More than 150,000 driv ers of 
bu siness cars are g ov erned by 
ru les formu lated for their com­ 
panies by Ru nzheimer. The 
operating coat of these cars 
ru ns to abou t $450 million a 
y ear and it is g oing u p mu ch 
too fast, Ru nzheimer said, so 
something has to g iv e. 
What is the big cost in oper­ 
ating bu siness cars, if fu el 
isn’t? 
It’s insu rance, which cost an 
av erag e of $427 last y ear 
ag ainst only $63 in 1940, a 
ju mp of 705 per cent! 
The other costs that hav e 
g one u p most, Ru nzheimer 
said, also are fix ed, hav ing 
little relation to mileag e: Blu e­ 
book depreciation, tax es in­ 
clu ding reg istration fees, and 
interest 
on 
financing 
the 
pu rchase of the car. Tog ether 
with insu rance, these fix ed 
charg es hav e ju mped from an 
av erag e of $328 in 1940 to an 
estimated $1,990 for 1976. 
Bu t Ru nzheimer said ex ­ 
trav ag ant and lu x u riou s hab­ 


its also hav e ru n the cost u p. 
He said the g eneral switch to 
eig ht-cy linder motors from six 
cy linders in 1960 and the u se 
of air conditioning were u nnec­ 
essary ex penses. 
Abou t the only area in which 
the rise in g asoline prices hu rt, 
he said, was where companies 
are careless abou t letting em­ 
ploy ee u se bu siness cars for 
personal trips. He said a more 
carefu l drawing and enforce­ 
ment of ru les abou t that cou ld 
sav e many companies u p to IO 
per cent on their car bills. He 
also said many employ es are 
allowed company cars who 
hav e no leg itimate reason to 
g et su ch a perqu isite. 
Bu t, Ru nzheimer said, by 
far the most log ical and im­ 
perativ e mov e wou ld be to bu y

BROOKLYN 


Brooklyn has long played the role of the nation's 
jester. Those who would own up to hailing from 
Brooklyn were greeted with hoots 
and cat-calls. 'Them Bums' earned a unique place in 
the Baseball Hall of Fame. A young man living in 
Brooklyn today has compiled a volume of pride- 
inducing facts about the mighty borough through the 
years: a Bicentennial bouquet to Brooklyn. 


'Give me your tired, your poor, 
Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore... 
I lift my lamp beside the golden door." 


George Washington, Rudolph Valentino, and Emma Lazarus 
— who penned these famous lines — had two things in 
common. All three influenced today's America — and all 
three made a part of their contribution in Brooklyn. 


For 350 years Brooklyn has played a key role in American 


history. Today it is our fourth largest urban community, 
still filling its traditional role as welcoming home of immi- 
grants to America. The new Brooklyn is undergoing a dra- 
matic fact-lift and resurgence after a period of undeserved 
neglect. A neglect that began, ironically, when the opening 
of the Brooklyn Bridge (long the world's 


largest) in 1883 transformed Brooklyn into the "bedroom 


borough" of Greater New York. 


Brooklyn poet Emma Lazarus, herself from an immigrant 


family, wrote the Statue of Liberty inscription welcoming 
newcomers to New York. The thousands of Italians, Irish, 
Germans, and Eastern Jews who flocked to the factories of 
her day have given wy to new waves of Haitians, Middle 
Easterners, and Puerto Ricans. Brooklyn has absorbed tham 
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all, and continues to be enriched by the great variety of 
peoples "yearning to breathe free." 


From Indian Village 


To Elegant City 


One in ten Americans can trace family roots to Brooklyn. 


This important cultural and industrial center began in 1636 
as the tiny Dutch village of Breuckelyn, on land purchased 
from the Canarsie Indians. Long known as the "Cjty of 
Churches," Brooklyn's tradition of religious and ethnic toler- 


ation stems from the Dutch, who provided refuge for an 
English religious dissenter, Lady Deborah Moody, and her li 
ttle band of followers. George Washington worshipped here 
(later, he was driven out by the British in the 1776 Battle of 
Brooklyn) And long before the abolition of slavery, a com- 
munity of free blacks was thriving in Weeksville, now Crown 
Heights. 


In the nineteenth century, downtown Brooklyn grew into a 


major cultural center with numerous theaters and the re- 
nowned Brooklyn Academy of Music, where Caruso died 
singing. The city's fine homes graced elegant, tree-lined 
boulevards. Brooklyns own daily paper, The Eagle, claimed 
Walt Whitman as an editor. 


At the other end of the city Coney Island and other 


gingerbread seaside resorts played host to Edgar Allan Poe 
and P. T. Barnum. In the early 1900's, rural Brooklyn was 
the first home of the silent film industry — Valentino rode 
the dunes of Coney Island as "The Sheik." 


Brooklyn Firsts 
Then and Now 


From the pioneering "please touch" approach of the 


Brooklyn Children's Museum to Margaret Sanger's World 
War I crusade for family planning, Brooklyn has contributed 
many notable firsts to America. Brooklyn shipyards outfitted 
the ironclad Monitor for its Civil War victory over the 
Confederate Merrimac. The urban electric trolley was de- 
veloped in Brooklyn, street railways became so widespread 
that the local baseball team started out as the Brooklyn 
"Trolley-Dodgers." 


Today this venerable cityis m the forefront of imaginative 


urban revitalization Brooklyn's downtown is the birthplace 
of the brownstone movement" in the 1960's, that demon- 
strated the dramatic possibilities for restoring historic urban 
neighborhoods. Similarly, rehabilitation IB currently upgrad- 
ing the Brooklyn waterfront, largest on the east coast — 
notably at the historic Brooklyn Navy Yard. 


Brooklyn's resurgence is due to the flexibility and hard 


work of its "urban pioneers". The city's immigrartt families 
once helped build America's largest industrial center while 
they carved out new lives for themselves and their children. 
Today's residents are just as stronly involved in the preser- 
vation and rehabilitation of this proud heritage.

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Four New Yorkers Singed the Declaration of Independence... 


Philip Livingston 


Before New York was a 


state, it was a province. And, 
as a province, sent four of its 
own as representatives to Phil- 
adelphia to sign the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Looking 
back in retrospect, the four 
had much in common. 


Two were from Long Island 


and the family of one of them 
owned a manor of some 
160,000 acres encompassing 
large portions of present day 
Dutchess and Greene Coun- 
ties. Rhinebeck and the city of 
Hudson had their beginnings 
on this land. Another signer 
was from Brooklyn Heights 
and one hailed from what is 
now the Bronx. 


There was much at stake for 


all four when they signed on 
the proverbial dotted lines. All 
four—Philip Livingston, Fran- 
cis Lewis, William Floyd and 
Lewis Morris — had estates 
that were ultimately lost when 
the British took over New York 
City and the surrounding area. 


They had a common de- 


nominator, too, in the fact that 
two of the signers were Yale 
graduates, and all four were 
ambitious politicians who were 
well-versed in the man- 


agement of their country es- 
tates. 


The best known of the New 


York signers was Philip Liv- 
ingston, whose family's 
160,000 acres spread out across 
the Hudson River from King- 
ston and northward. 


Born in 1716 into one of the 


two great families of the prov- 
ince of New York, he was the 
son of Philip and Catherine 
Van Brugh Livingston and was 
descended from a line of Scot- 
tish earls. As manor pro- 
prietors, the Livingstons had 
known for two centuries what 
it was like to have financial 
and political power. It had 
been Philip's grandfather Rob- 
ert who had come to the col- 
onies to seek his fortune and, 
by the time Robert died in 
1728, he had acquired the 
160,000 acres here in the Mid- 
Hudson Valley. 


Born into such prominence, 


Livingston was given the op- 
portunity 
of an 
advanced 


education. When he received a 
degree from Yale College, he 
joined a small handful of his 
generation in all of New York 
to received such an education. 


Leaving Yale hi 1737, Philip 


became a merchant in New 


York City and, in 1740, mar- 
ried Colonel Dirck Ten 
Broeck's daughter, Christina. 
They first took up residence in 
a fine town house on Duke 
Street in New York City. That 
house was later used as a bar- 
racks by the British. 


The couple also commuted, 


during the early years of their 
marriage, to the estate they 
also maintained at Brooklyn 
Heights. It overlooked New 
York Harbor into which 
Livingston's ships brought his 
increasing wealth. Through lu- 
crative privateering during the 
French and Indian War, he 
added to his fortune. 


Like his Duke Street house, 


the Brooklyn Heights mansion 
was also later taken over by 
the British, who turned it into 
a Royal naval hospital. Long 
neglected after the Revolution, 
it was eventually de stroyed by 
fire. 


As a middle-aged, prosper- 


ous merchant with a powerful 
family political tradition, Liv- 
ingston became active in New 
York City politics. He was 
elected to the General As- 
sembly in 1759. Four years 
later when Parliament began 
to tighten Colonial regulations 


and impose taxation, Philip 
was one of the first to speak 
out against their actions. 


When the English Par- 


liament closed the port of Bos- 
ton in 1774 in retaliation for 
the "Boston Tea Party," New 
Yorks Sons of Liberty worked 
to drum up support for a 
"General Congress." Liv- 
ingston was one of the wealthy 
merchants 
instrumental in 


calling together a meeting that 
resulted in the election of a 
commitee of Fifty-One to keep 
in touch with other colonies. 


Livingston was also on hand 


at the First and the Second 
Continental Congress and was 
the presiding officer at the 
Provincial Convention in 
April, 1775. As a member of 
both the Second Continental 
Congress and New York's Pro- 
vincial Congress, he main- 
tained a heady schedule, rac- 
ing back and forth by horse or 
carriage since he was forced to 
divide his time between the 
two political happenings. 


During the debate over the 


Declaration of Independence, 
he was a working member of 
the Provincial Congress and 
was in New York when the 
vote was taken in Philadel- 


phia. But he arrived in the 
City of Brotherly Love in time 
to sign the engraved version of 
the Declaration. 


In 1777 Livingston became a 


senator in New York's new 
State Legislature. After atten- 
ding opening sessions he had 
to return to meetings being 
conducted in conjunction with 
the Second Cotmental Con- 
gress But due to ill health, it 
became obvious he could not 
keep the pace he had set for 
himself. The big, blustering, 
opinionated man, who re- 
mained a political moderate 
all his life, died in June, 1778. 
Only one of his sons, Henry, 
was at his bedside when the 
end came. 


It is both sad and ironic that 


the aging merchant was forced 
to sell property before his 
death to preserve his own cred- 
it, but if he could not leave his 
sons the wealth that had been 
left to him, he could leave 
instead an admirable legacy of 
public service and his own 
"John Hancock" on the Decla- 
ration of Independence.

There 
are stews, goulashes, ragouts 
and spaghetti sauces, all pre- 
pared for pennies a day (the 
energy consumed is on a par 
with a 75 watt bulb) These 
are the obvious applications. 
But I grow more adventurous 
with my crock-pot. I've pre- 
pared Paella, Jambalaya, 
and roast chicken in this 
handy appliance. 


In addition to being a boon 


to a working woman 


In addition to its winning 


ways during the work-a-day' 
week, my slow cooker is 
pressed into service on week- 
ends, as well. Hearty com 
chowder, cheese soup, or a 
stew greets my hungry young 
skiers the moment they ar- 
rive home from the snowy 
slopes. On a day I plan to 
make a leisurely round of ga- 
rage sales, lunch or dinner 
stands waiting for any family 
member wandering in hun- 
gry. 


Actually, slow cooking isn't 


a new idea at all. Our fore- 
mothers did it on the back of 
the wood stove. Slow cooking 
retains nutrients 
destroyed 


by higher temperatures and 
gently mingles flavors. 


There is a soft cover book 


available locally that not 
only contains skads of slow- 


cook recipes, but evaluates 
the various cookers on the 
market After you really get 
into it, you'll be able to con- 
vert many of your favorite 
recipes. 
Vegetables 
go in 


first, and the meat on top. 
You'll use less liquid since 
little is lost in the lidded ap- 
pliance. 


The versatile pot shows up 


on buffets, keeping hot foods 
hot Beans and slow cookers 
were meant for each other. 


A small cookbook will 


come with your new cooker 
to assure that your initiation 
is harmless. One or two suc- 
cesses will have the family 
eating out of your hand...or 
the crock-pot, to be precise.

An d lo n g befo re the abo litio n o f slav ery , a co m­ 
mu n ity o f free blacks was thriv in g in Weeksv ille, n o w Cro wn 
Heig hts. 
In the n in eteen th cen tu ry , do wn to wn Bro o kly n g rew in to a 
majo r cu ltu ral cen ter with n u mero u s theaters an d the re­ 
n o wn ed Bro o kly n Academy o f Mu sic, where Caru so died 
sin g in g .

The best kn o wn o f the New 
Yo rk sig n ers was Philip Liv ­ 
in g s to n , w ho se fa m ily ’s

the Hu dso n Riv er fro m Kin g ­ 
sto n an d n o rthward. 
Bo m in 1716 in to o n e o f the 
two g reat families o f the p ro v ­ 
in ce o f New Yo rk, he was the 
so n o f Philip an d Catherin e 
Van Bru g h Liv in g sto n an d was 
descen ded fro m a lin e o f Sco t­ 
tish earls. 
As man o r p ro ­ 
p rieto rs, the Liv in g sto n s had 
kn o wn fo r two cen tu ries what 
it was like to hav e fin an cial 
an d p o litical p o wer. It had 
been Philip ’s g ran dfather Ro b­ 
ert who had co me to the co l­ 
o n ies to seek his fo rtu n e an d, 
by the time Ro bert died in 
17 28 , he had acq u ired the 
16 0.000 acres here in the Mid- 
Hu dso n Valley .

They first to o k u p residen ce in 
a fin e to wn ho u se o n Du ke 
Street in New Yo rk City . That 
ho u se was later u sed as a bar­ 
racks by the British. 
The co u p le also co mmu ted, 
du rin g the early y ears o f their 
marriag e, to the estate they 
also main tain ed at Bro o kly n 
Heig hts. It o v erlo o ked New 
Yo rk H arb o r in to w hich 
Liv in g sto n 's ship s bro u g ht his 
in creasin g wealth. Thro u g h lu ­ 
crativ e p riv ateerin g du rin g the 
Fren ch an d In dian War, he 
added to his fo rtu n e. 
Like his Du ke Street ho u se, 
the Bro o kly n Heig hts man sio n 
was also later taken o v er by 
the British, who tu rn ed it in to 
a Ro y al n av al ho sp ital. Lo n g 
n eg lected after the Rev o lu tio n , 
it was ev en tu ally de stro y ed by 
fire. 
As a middle-ag ed, p ro sp er­ 
o u s merchan t with a p o werfu l 
family p o litical traditio n , Liv ­ 
in g sto n became activ e in New 
Yo rk City p o litics.

Fo u r y ears 
later when Parliamen t beg an

Liv in g sto n was also o n han d 
at the First an d the Seco n d 
Co n tin en tal Co n g ress an d was 
the p residin g o fficer at the 
P ro v in cial C o n v en tio n in 
Ap ril, 17 7 5 . As a member o f 
bo th the Seco n d Co n tin en tal 
Co n g ress an d New Yo rk’s Pro ­ 
v in cial Co n g ress, 
he main ­ 
tain ed a heady schedu le, rac­ 
in g back an d fo rth by ho rse o r 
carriag e sin ce he was fo rced to 
div ide his time between the 
two p o litical hap p en in g s. 
Du rin g the debate o v er the 
Declaratio n o f In dep en den ce, 
he was a wo rkin g member o f 
the Pro v in cial Co n g ress an d 
was in New Yo rk when the 
v o te was taken in Philadel­ 


p hia. Bu t he arriv ed in the 
City o f Bro therly Lo v e in time 
to sig n the en g rav ed v ersio n o f 
the Declaratio n . 
In 1777 Liv in g sto n became a 
sen ato r in New Yo rk’s n ew 
State Leg islatu re. After atten ­ 
din g o p en in g sessio n s he had 
to retu rn to meetin g s bein g 
co n du cted in co n ju n ctio n with 
the Seco n d Co tin en tal Co n ­ 
g ress. Bu t du e to ill health, it 
became o bv io u s he co u ld n o t 
keep the p ace he had set fo r 
himself.

appears on the dust jacket of 
The Canfield Decision, and it 
sums up succinctly the in- 
terest in Agnew's book. 


The plot has been discussed 


before — a vice president, 
Porter Canfield, with presi- 
dential ambitions, gets mixed 
up in a Middle East plot that 
could have dire consequences 
for the United States. 


Agnew gives the reader his 


money's worth in having pro- 
duced 344 pages in very small 
type. This is no novelette. 


The former vice president 


also is no novelist — his char- 
acters are wooden, the vice 
president's affair with the sec- 
retary of Health, Education 
and Welfare falls well below 
the flash point, and his plot 
trips along without raising the 
reader's tension past tedium. 


That is not to say the book 


is without interest — but what 
makes it interesting are the 
sidelights of life along Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, the wheeling 
and dealing of politics, and the 
lack of admiration in which 
Agnew's vice president holds 
his president. 


It's also fascinating to see 


the way in which Agnew views 
certain aspects of American 
life, which likely reflect the 
way many of those who ad- 
mired him before his fall look 
at things. It doesn't mean the 
view is correct — but it isn't 
often the reader gets such a 
good inside view from the top. 


Take Agnew's view of the 


press and reporters as reflected 
in the way he draws the char- 
acters of several reporters. His 
dislike is obvious and it tran- 
scends politics or political de- 
vices. 


Then there's the ever-pres- 


ent game when a celebrity 
writes a work of fiction that 
must at least in part be auto- 
biogiaphical — if only in the 
background it establishes for 
its plot. 


The name of the game is, "I 


wonder who he meant by 
that9" or "Did so-and-so really 
do THAT?"

FINAL BAKING OF THE 


CHICKEN: 20 to 30 minutes, 
oven at 375 degrees. If you 
have a mixture of dark and 
light meat, remove the liqht 
meat (wings and breasts); it 
will 'be added later, since it 
takes less time to cook. Melt 2 
tablespoons of butter and 1 of 
oil (or use oil only), and baste 
the chicken in the pan with 
droplets, reserving rest for lat- 
er basting. If skillet has cooled 
off or roasting pan is heavy, 
heat on top of stove until 
chicken is sizzling, then set in 


upper-middle level of pre- 
heated oven. In 5 minutes, or 
when chicken baa begun to 
sizzle in the oven, baste quick- 
ly again. (Use accumulated fat 
in roasting pan when butter 
and oil are used up.) In 4 to 6 
minutes, turn the chicken, add 
the white meat, and beste 
again. 


*At this point, you may set 


chicken aside uncovered, at 
room temperature, and con- 
tinue later; it will take 15 
minutes or more to finish since 
it will have cooked off. 


In 5 minutes, turn and baste 


the chicken, repeat 
in 5 


minutes, and check on done- 
ness. Juices beginning 
to 


emerge in the pan are a sure 
sign that the time is near. 
Drumsticks and thighs should 
feel tender when pressed. 
Pierce the meat with a fork: 
the juices should run clear 
yellow with no rosy traces. 
Check carefully, since while 
underdone chicken is inedible, 
overdone chicken with dried 
out, juiceless flesh is a shame. 
BROWN DEGLAZING 
SAUCE, AND SERVING. 
When done, arrange the ' 
chicken on a hot serving plat- 
ter and keep warm in hot 
turned-off oven with its door 
ajar. Pour excess fat out of 
pan, add the minced shallots 
or onions, and stir for 1 minute 
over moderate heat on top of 
the stove. Add the wine and 
stock, scraping up into it all 
coagulated roasting juices, and 
boil down rapidly until liquid 
is slightly syrupy. Taste for 
seasoning. Just before serving, 
remove from heat and add 
optional enrichment butter, 
swishing pan to melt butter 
into the sauce; pour sauce into 
a warm bowl—you will have 


just enough for a small spoon- 
ful of concentrated essence to 
surround each serving. Deco- 
rate chicken platter with 
sprigs of parsley or watercress, 
or whatever vegetables you 
wish, and serve aa soon as 
possible. 


OTHER SAUCES, FOL- 


LOWING THE SYSTEM 


DEGLAZING SAUCE 


WITH CREAM. After remov- 
ing excess fat from pan, add a 
tablespoon of minced shallot 
or scallion and saute a mo- 
ment, then stir in Vi cup wine 
or Vermouth and M cup stock 
and boil down rapidly. When 
syrupy, stir in 1 cup of heavy 
cream or cretne fraiche, and 
boil a moment or two until 
lightly thickened. Off heat, 
swish in 2 to 3 tablespoons 
fresh butter, if you wish, and 
a spoonful of fresh minced 
herbs (chives, parsley, tar- 
ragon, or parsley only). 


MUSTARD SAUCE. Make

Stir it into the pan 
along with the rest of the 
cream, and continue as 
directed. Mustard gives a sub- 
tle bite to the sauce, as well as 
a light thickening. 


FRESH TOMATO FON- 


DUE. This makes a pretty as 
well as delectable accompani- 
ment, particularly in tomato 
season. Peel, seed, and dice 
several tomatoes, to give you 2 
cups of pulp. After removing 
excess fat from the pan, and 
sauteing 1 to 2 tablespoons of 


minced shallow or scallion for 
a moment, stir in V* cup etch 
of white wine or Vermouth and 
chicken stock. 
Boil down 


rapidly until syrupy, then itir 
in the tomato, a clove of 
pureed garlic if you wish, end 
a teaspoon of fresh tarragon or 
basil, or a big pinch of dried 
tarragon, thyme, or oregtno. 
Saute, stirring and folding, for 
2 to 3 minutes, to cook the 
tomatoes; taste for seasoning, 
fold in a spoonful or two of 
fresh parsley, and turn into a 
warm bowl.

Sabbath Issue 
Goes to Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - "My religion won't allow me to 


work on Saturdays " 


That remark has generated a spate of federal lawsuits since 


1972, when Congress obliged employers to make "reasonable 
accommodations" to their employes' religious needs, without 
"undue hardship" to the business. 


The Supreme Court may decide whether the 1972 law is an 


unconstitutional breach of the wall between church and state, 
or it might establish some guidelines to help lower court judges 
determine what "undue hardship" means. 


The court has accepted a test case initiated by Paul 


Cummins, a foreman at the Berea, Ky., plant of the Parker 
Seal Co., who was discharged after he had refused to work 
Saturdays for more than a year. 


Cummins had joined the World Wide Church of God, a sect 


which believes God frowns on Saturday work. 


The church's lawyer, Ralph Helge of Pasadena, Calif., said 


its 100,000 members believe in the Old Testament story of 
creation, in which the seventh day is a day of rest. 


Even though Christian practice has shifted the seventh day 


to Sunday, the first day of the week, the World Wide Church 
of God regards Saturday as the true Sabbath, be said 


Members are forbidden to attend sports events or engage in 


other amusements on that day. It is a day for prayer, Bible 
study and doing good. Failure to observe the Sabbath results 
in expulsion from the church. 


"We are not interested in just having names on a roll," Helge 


said. 


The pastor general is Herbert W. Armstrong of Pasadena, 


father of Garner Ted Armstrong, the radio-television preacher. 


Another case with an added twist was begun by a World Wide 


Church of God member, Larry G Hardison of Kansas City. He 
sued Trans World Airlines and the machinists union, which 
said the law "creates an unhealthy and divisive conflict in the 
nation's work force." 


Another appeal was brought by McCann L. Reid, a Seven- 


thday Adventist who said he was denied a job on the copy desk 
of the Memphis, Tenn., PressScimitar in 1967 because he 
insisted on having Saturdays free The paper publishes six days 
a week and maintains a reduced staff on Saturdays.

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EarlMountbatten 'sLife 
Like an Epic Film Series 


LONDON (UPI) - Queen 


Victoria fondled her newest 
grandson and, though no one 
could have known it that June 
22, 1900, it was a historic 
moment. For the Empress of 
India was petting the infant 
who, 47 years later, would re- 
move that resplendent title 
from the honors of the British 
crown. 


Recently Earl Mountbatten 


of Burma went to a memorial 
service for his friend and wart- 
ime colleague, Field Marshal 
Viscount Montgomery of Ala- 
mein. Though he is now 76 and 
grey he is still erect and dist- 
inguished and it is easy to see 
why he was considered one of 
the handsomest men of his 
time. 


Good looks were only one of 


-he many gifts a profligate fate 
jestowed on the son of Prin- 
:ess Victoria and a German 
lobleman, Prince Louis of 
Battenberg. From his birth at 
Jrogmore House near Windsor 
Castle his life has unreeled like 


a series of film epics — except 
no author would dare to put 
down in fiction a career so 
astonishing in reality. 


There was Mountbatten, the 


flamboyant confidant of the 
Prince of Wales, water-skiing 
in white tie and tails from one 
ship to another for a party. 
There was Mountbatten the 
war hero on the bridge of his 
destroyer Kelly as it went 
down guns blazing — and 
lived on in Noel Coward's film, 
"In Which We Serve," one of 
the morale boosters of the ear- 
ly days of World War H. 


There was Mountbatten, the 


heartbroken teen-ager whose 
father was replaced as First 
Lord of the Admiralty in 
World War I because of his 
German origins (the family 
name was anglicized to 
Mountbatten) and who vowed 
to wipe out the affront — and 
rose to become First Sea Lord 
himself. There was Mountbat- 
ten, the leader of the Com- 


mandos, and then Supreme 
Commander in Southeast 
Asia, the longest front in the 
war. 


There was Mountbatten the 


brilliant linguist and naval in- 
ventor — who as a hobby 
revolutionized 
British 
polo 


playing. And Mountbatten 
who was pursued by the great 
heiress, Edwina Ashley, across 
Europe and Asia to New Delhi 
where they became engaged in 
one of the enduring romances 
of the pre-war days. She died 
in 1960. 


And there was Mountbatten, 


the last Viceroy of India, 
whose mission was to bring 
independence to India and Pa- 
kistan. 


After his retirement as head 


of the Chiefs of Staff, Lord 
Mountbatten spent some time 
on a geneology of his re- 
markable family — he is a 
descendant of Charlemagne 
the Great. Prince Philip, hus- 
band of Queen Elizabeth, is 
his nephew and there was an- 


other Mountbatten role thtn 
— as matchmaker. 


When that was finished, ht 


became interested in the Unit- 
ed World Colleges, a chain of 
preuniversity colleges already 
established in Wales, Van- 
couver and Singapore, with 
five other locations under con- 
sideration. These will have 
multinational student bodlM 
and are mainly financed by • 
combination of governmtnt 
and private donations.

RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) - 


Sprawled on her back, the old 
blind 
woman 
kicked 
and 


screamed, struggling like an 
inverted turtle to turn over. 
Death was near. Around the 
aged African, people laughed. 


Colin M. Turnbull felt pity. 
He gave the old woman food, 


shelter and — perhaps most 
unusual for her — sympathy. 


But now, 10 years after first 


living with the Ik, a small tribe 
of hunters in northern Uganda, 
the 51-year-old 
social an- 


thropologist and author isn't 
sure he'd do the same thing. 


The incident he first per- 


ceived as grisly is now under- 
standable, despite the emo- 
tional pangs. 


And the woman herself ques- 


tioned Turnbull's actions. 


"She probably would have 


been happier dying while 
laughing at herself that after- 
noon rather than having it 
longed," said Turnbull, whose 
book about the 
DC, "The 


Mountain People," was a best 
seller a few years ago. 


"When I saw that woman on 


her back I couldn't resist help- 
ing her," he said. "But what 
good did I do? After giving her 
something to eat, I suggested 
she go and see her son." 


But the old woman re- 


minded Turnbull and his as- 
sistant that her son had al- 
ready thrown his dying father 
out of his house because if he 
died inside he would have been 
required to hold a feast he 
could not afford for his neigh- 
bors. 


"Then the woman cried," 


Turnbull said. "How did we 
help her by bringing her in- 
side? We had made her re- 
member when people did care 
for one another." 


His study of the 1,000 mem- 


bers of the mountain tribe led 
to a play sponsored by the 
French government and pro- 
duced in London by Peter 
Brook that will be given to the 
United States this fall as a 
Bicentennial gift. 


Accompanied by lectures, 


the play will be performed at 
American universities. 


Turnbull, now a professor at 


Virginia Commonwealth Uni- 
versity, said his time with the 
Ik is part of a concern with 
African customs that has dom- 
inated his professional life. 


He is a man with strong 


opinions about the validity of 
those customs, questioning the 
emphasis of white societies on 
technological development at 
the expense of personal rela- 
tionships. 


The Be, Turnbull notes, are 


not typical of other African 
tribes, where traditions of fam- 
ily and dependence on elders 
are frequently much stronger 
than in Western countries. 


Only half a century ago, the 


Ik was a tribe of proud 
hunters, individuals with nor- 
mal emotions like other hu- 
man beings. 


But a life of bare subsistence 


— and the loss of those emo- 
tions — followed the imposi- 
tion of colonial boundaries 
that prohibited hunters from 
venturing beyond certain geo- 
graphical limits. 


Rain hardly ever falls in the 


area, making the land almost 
impossible to farm. 


Confronted with the limited 


natural resources and lacking 
the training, education or de- 
sire to abandon the tiibe, the 
Ik learned to detach them- 
selves from one another. A 
cliche perhaps, but only the 
strong survive. 


Turnbull cites one particu- 


larly graphic scene from the 
play about the Ik in which a 
mother laughs at her 2-year- 
old son after he puts his hand 
in a fire, searing flesh. 


"She was trying to teach the 


child not to care, not to trust r 
anyone," he said. "Depen-' 
dence ii the one thing they 


can't afford." 


By contrast with the DC, oth- 


er tribes encourage depen- 
dence. 


"Other tribes teach their 


children from birth to be de- 
pendent," he said. "Mothers 
breast-feed their babies for 
three years, and it is not un- 
usual for a father to hold his 
child up to his breast and tell 
him he may not be able to feed 
him the same way as his moth- 
er but that he can teach him 
how to hunt or other methods 
of getting food." 


According to Turnbull, most 


African tribes have social sys- 
tems in which the police are 
not armed, family ties are 
cohesive and crime is at a 
minimum. 


In his newest book, "Man in 


Africa," Turnbull explores the 
ways Africans use nature as a 
guide for social customs in- 
volving such things as personal 
relationships, marriage and 
the family. 


"Throughout Africa, social 


order is almost a given," he 
said. "We tend to expect dis- 
order, we have come to expect 
it. With them it's the reverse, 
and that's incorporated into 
their religious beliefs. For 
them it's a very powerful 
force." 


But Turnbull doesn't recom- 


mend the book. 


"It was edited and rewritten 


so much I don't want anything 
IT do with it at this point. 
They wanted to make it emo- 
tional, as my story about the 
DC was, but I intended this one 
strictly for an academic mar- 
ket." 


"They gave it the subtitle, 


'From Cape to Cairo,' making 
it sound as if I were in a racing 
car zooming from one spot to 
another," he said. 


Turnbull's experiences hi 


primitive society wrought 
changes in his ability to deal 
with more technologically-ori- 
ented cultures. 


And feeling he cannot revisit 


the DC until he becomes more 
detached and objective, Turn- 
bull has made the down- 
trodden of the United States 
one of his major concerns, 
saying the more he helps, the 
more he learns. 


He teaches a course at the 


State Penitentiary 
and is 


working on two new books, one 
on Indian philosophy and the 


other that is to be an introduc- 
tion to anthropology. 


Turnbull lives in a rural 


black community outside 
Richmond, finding life in such 
surroundings more familiar 
than suburban American 
homes. 


"When I first came over here 


I stayed with some friends in 
New Jersey, and I simply was 
not used to the type of hospi- 
tality they provided — clean 
sheets, a fresh shut every day, 
fresh pajamas. 


"Everybody called me by my 


first name and told me to help 
myself to whatever was in the 
refrigerator," he said. "I prac- 
tically starved because it all 
seemed unreal and I was afraid 
to intrude, and life where I am 
now much more typical of 
what I have become used to. I 
don't know if it's living around 
blacks or just being in a rural 
environment." as an an- 
thropologist, Tumbull says he 
benefits from studying the 
background of his prisoner- 
students, but he is also a se- 
vere critic of the nation's pris- 
on system. 


He blames the large number 


of crimes committed by excon- 
victs on a denial of opportuni- 
ty for personal development, 
but as students, 
Turnbull 


finds the prisoners' more stim- 


ulating, more mature and 
more interested in learning 
than many of the college stu- 
dents he teaches. 


"I find them very exciting 


students anthropologically, 
though am not there for re- 
search," he said. "But in 
teaching you begin to learn 
about their lives, their com- 
munities. I'm getting great in- 
put from it." 


While critical of some black 


African leaders, such as 
Uganda's Idi Amin, Turnbull 
argues Amin has assets as a 
leader. 


He also believes much of the 


current political turmoil was 
predictable a decade ago and 
forecasts a short future for Ian 
Smith's white-minority rule in 
Rhodesia. 


"They should have made 


changes 10 years ago, ap- 
pointed blacks to cabinet posi- 
tions," he said. "But now it's 
too late." 


Tumbull regrets the fighting 


and bloodshed that have char- 
acterized political unrest in 
parts of Africa, but believes 
some whites "have behaved 
like such utter monsters" 
toward blacks that the unrest 
is to be expected. "Britain is 
very fond of calling America 
racist, yet I have never seen 
anything since living in Rich- 
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mond that resembles the way 
whites treat blacks in Africa," 
he said. 


As for Amin, Turnbull said 


while he does not approve of 
recent dictatorial acts by the 
Ugandan premier, he contends 
Amin restored peace and at 
least some freedom to a coun- 
try previously plagued by rov- 
ing robber bands and general 
disorder. 


Amin gained notoriety 


through a dispute with 
Britain's Queen Elizabeth over 
a Briton who was sentenced to 
death for calling the Ugandan 
leader "a village tyrant." 


But Turnbull said Amin haa 


an enormous potency with his 
people and is far more clever 
than realized by most Western 
journalists. 


"A good example was an 


international conference sever- 
al years ago ... where Amin 
couldn't leave the country be- 
cause he would have been de- 
throned," he said. "There 


would have been a coup, but 
he couldn't very well announce 
that to the world. 


"So instead he wrote to the 


Queen and demanded that he 
be escorted in her private 
plane and given an entourage, 
and he made several other 
outrageous demands, not so 
they would be met but so they 
would not. 


"This way Amin appears in 


his country as a strong leadei 
capable of demanding that the 
Queen treat him as an equal 
Aftpr she refused his request, 
he had an excuse for not leav- 
ing the country. That was a 
brilliant ploy, but few out- 
siders understood it." 


Turnbull, who once taught 


at 
Hofetra University and 


worked in Harlem, offers un- 
derstanding for critics who sa> 
he portrays Africa as if it can 
do no wrong. 


I can see how they could get 


that impression ..." he said, 
referring to his new book. "But 


I certainly did not mean tc_ 
convey that message. 


"In my writings I am not 


•trying to over-value Africa,"' 
he said. "But there's-certainly 
a great deal we can learn from 
their experiences."

A 
cliche p erhap s, bu t only the 
stro ng su rv iv e. 
Tu rnbu ll cites one p articu ­ 
larly grap hic scene from the 
p lay abo u t the Ik in which a 
mo ther lau ghs at her 2-y ear- 
old son after he p u ts his hand 
in a fire, searing flesh. 
“She was try ing to teach the 
child no t to care, no t to tru st 
any o ne,” he said . "Dep en­ 
d ence is the one thing they 


can’t affo rd .” 
By co ntrast with the Ik, o th­ 
er tribes enco u rage d ep en­ 
d ence. 
"Other tribes teach their 
child ren from birth to be d e­ 
p end ent,” he said . “Mo thers 
breast-feed their babies for 
three y ears, and it is no t u n­ 
u su al for a father to ho ld his 
child u p to his breast and tell 
him he may no t be able to feed 
him the same way as his m o th­ 
er bu t that he can teach him 
how to hu nt o r o ther metho d s 
of getting fo o d ." 
Acco rd ing to Tu rnbu ll, mo st 
African tribes hav e so cial sy s­ 
tems in which the p o lice are 
no t armed , family ties are 
cohesiv e and crime is at a 
minimu m. 
In his newest book, "M an in 
Africa,” Tu rnbu ll ex p lo res the 
way s Africans u se natu re as a 
gu id e for social cu sto ms in­ 
v olv ing su ch things as p erso nal 
relatio nship s, 
marriage 
and 
the family . 
"Thro u gho u t Africa, social 
o rd er is almo st a giv en,” he 
said . "We tend to ex p ect d is­ 
ord er, we hav e come to ex p ect 
it. W ith them it's the rev erse, 
and that's inco rp o rated into 
their 
religio u s 
beliefs. 
For 
them 
it’s a v ery p owerfu l 
force.” 
Bu t Tu rnbu ll d o esn’t reco m­ 
mend the book. 
"It was ed ited and rewritten 
so mu ch I d o n't want any thing 
to d o with it at this p o int. 
They wanted to make it emo ­ 
tio nal, as my story abo u t the 
Ik was, bu t I intend ed this one 
strictly for an acad emic m ar­ 
ket.” 
“They gav e it the su btitle, 
‘From Cap e to Cairo ,’ making 
it so u nd as if I were in a racing 
car zo o ming from one sp o t to 
ano ther," he said . 
Tu rnbu ll’s 
ex p eriences 
in 
p rim itiv e so ciety w ro u ght 
changes in his ability to d eal 
with mo re techno lo gically -o ri­ 
ented cu ltu res. 
And feeling he canno t rev isit 
the Ik u ntil he becomes more 
d etached and o bjectiv e, Tu rn­ 
bu ll 
has 
mad e the d o wn­ 
tro d d en o f the United States 
one o f his majo r co ncerns, 
say ing the more he help s, the 
more he learns. 
He teaches a cou rse at the 
State 
Penitentiary 
and 
is 
working o n two new bo o ks, one 
on Ind ian p hilo so p hy and the 


o ther that is to be an intro d u c­ 
tio n to anthro p o lo gy . 
Tu rnbu ll liv es in a ru ral 
black co m m u nity o u tsid e 
Richmo nd , find ing life in su ch 
su rro u nd ings 
more 
familiar 
tha n su b u rb a n A m erican 
homes. 
“When I first came o v er here 
I stay ed with some friend s in 
New Jersey , and I simp ly was 
no t u sed to the ty p e o f ho sp i­ 
tality they p ro v id ed — clean 
sheets, a fresh shirt ev ery d ay , 
fresh p ajamas. 
“Ev ery bo d y called me by my 
first name and to ld me to help 
my self to whatev er was in the 
refrigerato r,” he said . “ I p rac­ 
tically starv ed becau se it all 
seemed u nreal and I was afraid 
to intru d e, and life where I am 
now mu ch more ty p ical of 
what I hav e become u sed to . I 
d o n’t kno w if it’s liv ing aro u nd 
blacks o r ju st being in a ru ral 
e nv iro nm ent.” as an a n­ 
thro p o lo gist, Tu rnbu ll say s he 
benefits from stu d y ing the 
backgro u nd of his p riso ner- 
stu d ents, bu t he is also a se­ 
v ere critic of the natio n’s p ris­ 
on sy stem. 
He blames the large nu mber 
of crimes co mmitted by ex co n­ 
v icts o n a d enial o f o p p o rtu ni­ 
ty fo r p erso nal d ev elo p ment, 
bu t 
as 
stu d ents, 
Tu rnbu ll 
find s the p riso ner* mo re stim ­ 


u lating, 
more 
matu re 
and 
mo re interested in learning 
than many o f the college stu ­ 
d ents he teaches. 
"I find them v ery ex citing 
stu d ents anthro p o lo gically , 
tho u gh am no t there for re­ 
search,” he said . 
“Bu t in 
teaching y ou begin to learn 
abo u t their liv es, their co m­ 
mu nities. I’m getting great in­ 
p u t from it." 
While critical of some black 
A frican lea d ers, su ch as 
Ugand a’s Id i Amin, Tu rnbu ll 
argu es Amin has assets as a 
lead er. 
He also believ es mu ch o f the 
cu rrent p o litical tu rmo il was 
p red ictable a d ecad e ago and 
fo recasts a sho rt fu tu re for Ian 
Sm ith’s white-mino rity ru le in 
Rho d esia. 
“They sho u ld hav e mad e 
changes 10 y ears ago, ap ­ 
p o inted blacks to cabinet p o si­ 
tio ns," he said . “ Bu t now it’s 
to o late.” 
Tu mbu ll regrets the fighting 
and blo o d shed that hav e char­ 
acterized p o litical u nrest in 
p arts of Africa, bu t believ es 
so me whites “hav e behav ed 
like 
su ch 
u tter 
mo nsters” 
to ward blacks that the u nrest 
is to be ex p ected . “Britain is 
v ery fond o f calling America 
racist, y et I hav e nev er seen 
any thing since liv ing in Rich-

wo u ld not. 
“This way Amin ap p ears in 
his co u ntry as a stro ng lead er 
cap able of d emand ing that the 
Qu een treat him as an eq u al. 
After she refu sed his req u est, 
he had an ex cu se for no t leav ­ 
ing the co u ntry . That was a 
brilliant p loy , bu t few o u t­ 
sid ers u nd ersto o d it.” 
Tu mbu ll, who once tau ght

and 
wo rked in Harlem, offers u n­ 
d erstand ing for critics who say 
he p o rtray s Africa as if it can 
d o no wrong. 
I can see how they cou ld get 
that imp ressio n ...” he said , 
referring to his new book. “Bu t 


I certainly d id no t mea n tc 
conv ey that message. 
“In my writings I a m no t 
try ing to o v er-v alu e Africa," 
he said .

fifth album changes none of 
the basics, but the excellent 
melodies that brought hit 
singles out of the first three 
is gone almost completely.

MUSTANG, Nev. (UPI) - 
Oscar 


Bonavena, who patterned himself as a 
successor to Rocky Marciano for the world 
heavyweight championship but never got 
to fight for the title, was shot to death by 
a high-powered hunting rifle outside a 
brothel Saturday. 


The 33-year-old Bonavena, ranked as 


the No. 7 challenger to Muhammad Ali 
by the World Boxing Council, was hit 
once in the chest with a bullet from a 
30.06 caliber rifle and apparently died 
instantly, the sheriffs office said. 


The shooting took place at the Mustang 


Ranch brothel, about 35 miles east of 
Reno. 


Bonavena, 5-foot-ll and who fought at 


about 201 pounds, fought in more than 60 
professional fights and was at one time 
the South American heavyweight cham- 
pion. Bom in Buenos Aires Sept. 25,1942, 
the non-smoking, non-drinking Bonavena 
had fought and lost to Ali, who handed 
Bonavena his only knockout Dec. 7,1970, 
Joe Frazier and Floyd Patterson and 
ranking heavyweight Ron Lyle. 


Sheriff Robert Del Carlo said Bonavena 


was at a high-wire gate which surrounds 
the legal brothel in Storey County when 
he was shot from about 20 to 30 yards 
away. Willard Ross Brymer, 31, a security 
guard at the brothel, was booked for 
investigation of murder. 


The sheriff said Brymer, of Lockwood, 


Nev., hid inside for more than an hour 
before surrendering to police. Del Carlo 
said Bymer entered the house after the 
shooting. 


The boxer's death came one week after 


he complained to the sheriffs that his 
trailer home had been broken into and 
some personal effects, including his 
passport, were destroyed. 


A deputy district attorney, Mills Lane, 


said Brymer faces charges in another 
incident for allegedly stopping passersby 
at gunpoint, forcing them to lie on the 
ground and kicking them. Lane said

charges. 


Bonavena had told a newsman about a 


week ago he was being managed by Sally 
Conforte, wife of the owner of the brothel.

The Mustang Ranch, the name of the 


brothel, is owned by Joe Conforte, who 
brought the South American boxer to 
northern Nevada last year and promoted 
Bonavena's last fight in Reno. Bonavena 
listed the brothel as his mailing address. 


Bonavena several months ago took out 


a marriage license to wed one of the girls 
in the house, but Sheriff Del Carlo said 
the wedding never took place. The sheriff 
said he had been told that Bonavena had 
at times caused problems at the house 
but his office was never notified. 


The rifle used in the shooting was found 


inside the complex. The sheriff said the 
owner of the house, Conforte, was ap- 
parently asleep when the shooting took 
place about 6 a.m. 


Bonavena's car was in the parking lot 


and he apparently was alone outside the 


gate when he was shot. The body was 
taken to Washoe Medical Center in Reno 
where an autopsy was scheduled to be 
performed Sunday. 


"It will take us several d ays to piece 


this thing together," said the sheriff. 


He said so far no motive has been 


established. 


Bonavena began his career in 1964 and 


won his first seven bouts, the first six by 
knockouts in only 16 rounds, before fall- 
ing for the first time 14 months later in 
a 10-rounder to Zora Folley. 


Bonavena, though a southpaw, pat- 


terned himself after Marciano and was 
handled at the start of his career by 
trainer Charlie Goldman—who also han- 
dled Marciano. 


He won 56 of his 66 fights during a 12- 


year career, including 43 by knockout. 
The only time he was knocked out was in 
his lone fight with Ali, who sent the 
Argentinian to the canvas in the final 
round of their scheduled 15-rounder. It 
was Ali's second fight after a 3'/2year 
layoff because of his refusal to accept 
induction into the armed services. 


Bonavena fought Frazier twice, losing 


in 1966 and 1968, by decision. But the 
brawling Argentinian knocked Frazier 
down a total of three times, twice in the 
first fight and once in the second. 


Among his victims were Billy Daniels, 


in a first round knockout; George 
Chuvalo, in a 10-round decision; Karl 
Mildenberger, in a 12-round decision; a 
rematch victory over Folley in 10 rounds; 
a 10-round decision over Leotis Martin 
and a 12-round decision over Larry Mad- 
dleton. 


In his last fight, Bonavena took a 10- 


round victory on Nov. 1, 1975 over Raul 
Gorosito in Buenos Aires. 


Three times in his career he registered 


six consecutive knockouts and his longest 
unbeaten string covered 11 fights from 
April 1965 through March 1966, when he 
lost on a disqualification in the eighth 
round to Jose Giorgetti. Bonavena de- 
cisioned Giorgetti 34 days later in a 12- 
rounder. 


Bonavena's loss to Lyle, in March 1974, 


was the last time the Argentinian was 
defeated. 


Bonavena's lone draw came in a 1969 


fight with Gregorio Peralta in Mon- 
tevideo, Uruguay.

Bonavena, who patterned himself as a 
successor to Rocky Marciano for the world 
heavyweight championship but never got 
to fight for the title, was shot to death by 
a high-powered hunting rifle outside a 
brothel Saturday. 
The 33-year-old Bonavena, ranked as 
the No. 7 challenger to Muhammad Ali 
by the World Boxing Council, was hit 
once in the chest with a bullet from a 
30.06 caliber rifle and apparently died 
instantly, the sheriffs office said. 
The shooting took place at the Mustang 
Ranch brothel, about 35 miles east of 
Reno. 
Bonavena, 6-foot-ll and who fought at 
about 201 pounds, fought in more than 60 
professional fights and was at one time 
the South American heavyweight cham­ 
pion. Bom in Buenos Aires Sept. 25,1942, 
the non-smoking, non-drinking Bonavena 
had fought and lost to Ali, who handed 
Bonavena his only knockout Dec. 7, 1970, 
Joe Frazier and Floyd Patterson and 
ranking heavyweight Ron Lyle. 
Sheriff Robert Del Carlo said Bonavena 
was at a high-wire gate which surrounds 
the legal brothel in Storey County when 
he was shot from about 20 to 30 yards 
away. W illard Ross Brymer, 31, a security 
guard at the brothel, was booked for 
investigation of murder. 
The sheriff said Brymer, of Lockwood, 
Nev., hid inside for more than an hour 
before surrendering to police. Del Carlo 
said Bymer entered the house after the 
shooting. 
The boxer's death came one week after 
he complained to the sheriffs that his 
trailer home had been broken into and 
some 
personal 
effects, 
including 
his 
passport, were destroyed. 
A deputy district attorney, M ills Lane, 
said Brymer faces charges in another 
incident for allegedly stopping passersby 
at gunpoint, forcing them to lie on the 
ground and kicking them. Lane said 
Brymer said Brymer has three prior con­ 
victions 
on 
marijuana 
and 
assault 
charges. 


Bonavena had told a newsman about a 
week ago he was being managed by Sally 
Conforte, wife of the owner of the brothel. 
He also said he was getting some fights 
lined up for a comeback, including a bout 
with Ken Norton. Norton was seeing the

match as a tuenup for his September title 
fight with Ali. 
Del Carlo said he could not determine 
whether Bonavena was trying to enter or 
leave the brothel. A person who wants to 
get to the establishment must push a 
buzzer and be admitted through the 
automatic gate to the compound, which 
was recently expanded and remodeled. 
The Mustang Ranch, the name of the 
brothel, is owned by Joe Conforte, who 
brought the South American boxer to 
northern Nevada last year and promoted 
Bonavena's last fight in Reno. Bonavena 
listed the brothel as his mailing address. 
Bonavena several months ago took out 
a marriage license to wed one of the girls 
in the house, but Sheriff Del Carlo said 
the wedding never took place. The sheriff 
said he had been told that Bonavena had 
at times' caused problems at the house 
but his office was never notified. 
The rifle used in the shooting was found 
inside the complex. The sheriff said the 
owner of the house, Conforte, was ap­ 
parently asleep when the shooting took 
place about 6 a.m. 
Bonavena’s car was in the parking lot 
and he apparently was alone outside the 


gate when he was shot. The body was 
taken to Washoe Medical Center in Ren o 
where an autopsy was scheduled to be 
performed Sunday. 
“ It will take ua several d ays to p iece 
this thing together,” said the sheriff. 
He said so far no motive has been 
established. 
Bonavena began his career in 1964 and 
won his first seven bouts, the first six by 
knockouts in only 16 rounds, before fall­ 
ing for the first time 14 months later in 
a 10-rounder to Zora Folley, 
Bonavena, though a southpaw, pat­ 
terned himself after Marciano and was 
handled at the start of his career by 
trainer Charlie Goldman—who also han­ 
dled Marciano. 
He won 56 of his 66 fights during a 12- 
year career, including 43 by 
k n o ck o u t. 
The only time he was knocked o u t was in 
his lone fight with Ali, who sen t th e 
Argentinian to the canvas in the fin al 
round of their scheduled 15-rounder. It 
was A li’s second fight after a 3*3 y ear 
layoff because of his refusal to accep t 
induction into the armed services. 
Bonavena fought Frazier twice, losing 
in 1966 and 1968, by decision. But th e 
brawling Argentinian knocked Frazier 
down a total of three times, twice in th e 
first fight and once in the second. 
Among his victims were Billy Daniels, 
in 
a 
first 
round 
knockout; 
George 
Chuvalo, in a 10-round decision; Karl 
Mildenberger, in a 12-round decision; a 
rematch victory over Folley in 10 rounds; 
a 10-round decision over Leotis Martin 
and a 12-round decision over Larry Mad- 
dleton. 
In his last fight, Bonavena took a 10- 
round victory on Nov. 1, 1975 over Raul 
Gorosito in Buenos Aires. 
Three times in his career he registered 
six consecutive knockouts and his longest 
unbeaten string covered 11 fights from 
April 1965 through March 1966, when he 
lost on a disqualification in the eighth 
round to Jose Giorgetti. Bonavena de- 
cisioned Giorgetti 34 days later in a 12- 
rounder. 
Bonavena’s loss to Lyle, in March 1974, 
was the last time the Argentinian was 
defeated. 
Bonavena’s lone draw came in a 1969 
fight with Gregorio Peralta in Mon­ 
tevideo, Uruguay. 
Ali Helps Out a t Bo x Office 


M UN IC H (U P I) — Muhammad Ali 
said Saturday he had bought up $100,000 
worth of tickets for his fight against 
Richard Dunn Monday night to dis­ 
tribute free to U.S. servicemen in West 
Germany "because they fight so hard for 
ous. freedom.” 


Ali said he would not have seen the 
money anyway because for the bout have 
been selling so badly the promoters have 
halved their original prices. 
“ I just pictured myself sitting in the 
barracks with no money and here is an 
American, champion of the world, and I 
couldnt see him,” said Ali, whose refusal 
to join the U .S. army in 1967 on religious 
grounds provoked a Supreme Court rul­ 
ing. 
“ I ’m American, but I didnt go into the 
Army because of my religion and because 
I wasnt going to go into an illegal war. 
"B u t if America were in a just war, I 
would volunteer for the frontline. I’d do 
the shuffling and win the war," Ali said. 
"Besides, what’s $100,000 to me when 
I am making $1.5 million for just joking 
around. I want to give them the tickets 
because they fight so hard for our free­ 
dom.” 
W ith just over two days to go to the 
fight, set for 3.15 a.m. (0215 gmt) Tues­ 


day morning, fewer than half of the 12,000 
seats in the Olympic Hall had been 
bought and Ali faced the embarrassing 
prospect of fighting in front of a half 
empty arena. 
A li’s camp is blaming the local or­ 
ganizers who until now had been asking 
$400 for a ringside seat eight rows back.

“ I want people to come to see me but 
they should not have to pay more than 
$100—even for me,” Ali said. 
But A li’s $1.6 million purse has to come 
from somewhere and the organizers put 
the blame on Ali. 
“ He fought so badly against Jim m y 
Young that nobody here wants to come to 
see him,” said Walter Settele, the local 
promoter, 
whose financial difficulties 
have caused him to withhold a quarter of 
a million dollars of A li’s purse. 
Although Ali does not relish fighting in 
front an endless stream of empty seats, 
Dunn has never done otherwise and will 
have other things on his mind than tfie 
missing fans.

Local newspapers were . treating the 
fight strictly as a “ Bum of the Month” 
affair with most of the interest centered 
on predicting the knock-out round. The 
most optimistic forecast about the length 
of the fight has come from NBC television 
whose $1 million coast-to-coast live U.S. 
coverage has netted commercials through 
the ninth round. 
Fighting on the same card will be 
Duane Bobick, the Bowlus, Minn., heavy­ 
weight who will be returning to the scene 
of his 1972 Olympic humilation by Cuba’s 
Teofilio Stevenson who knocked him 
down three times in the second round. 
Bobick, a pro for three years, since has 
amassed 35 straight wins, 30 by knock­ 
out, without meeting any top class con­ 
tenders. 
Tuesday morning, he will be fighting a 
heavyweight on the way down, former 
British champion Bunny Sterling.

Overall, he has accumulated 4,134 yards and the only

Trophy winner, Archie Griffin of Ohio State with 5,177, 
and Ed Marinaro of Cornell with 4,715. 


Twice in the last three years, the compactly-built 5-11, 


187pound Dorsett outrushed the Heisman Trophy winner 


i and when they asked him how he felt about Griffin getting 


the trophy last year, he wasn't bashful at all. Dorsett said 
he thought he should have gotten it. A lot of others thought 
the same thing. 


"I don't know if I've ever seen a better running back,' 


' says Penn State's Joe Paterno. 


Pinned down as to whom he thinks is better, Griffin or 


Dorsett, Syracuse Coach Frank Maloney said, "I hate to 
make comparisons between the two, but if I had to make 
a choice between Griffin's power and Dorsett's speed, then 
I'd take Dorsett." 


Any time he hears such warm endorsements, Dorsett 


feels extra good, not so much because eveybody enjoys 
a little flattery now and then, but because he has 
promised himself to get his mother and father, Myrtle 
and Wesley, out of the projects they live in here. 


Tony Dorsett never lets himself lose sight of that objective 


and he realizes the

' Mr. and Mrs. Richard Dunn are going after Muhammad All's 
heavyweight boxing championship Tuesday in Munich (Mon- 
day night in US) and the lady of the house states firmly, "He's 
In for a big shock, Mr. All." 


Mr. Dunn is a handyer, steel erector and sergeant in the 


parachute regiment reserve. He is 6-foot-3 and 210 pounds and 
his tattooed arms and shoulders seem padded with concrete. 
'0His brother calls him "Bwana," the great white chief. He is 
fiercely in love with his wife Janet, the mother of his three 
children, his promoter and, according to his manager, "the 
driving force behind him."

'iBefore going to Munich to finish his training, Richard Dunn, 
bis wife, father-in-law-trainer and George plotted the fall of 
Muhammad All for nearly two months at his home in 
Yorkshire, on the fringe of legendary Hkley Moor, 
i "It's a family concern," said Biddies, who loves it that way. 
ge's worked with his own wife in boxing since 1927 when she'd 


collect the money at the door and he'd be "the whip, the 
manager of the xing," Janet says. "I've been watching boxing 
since I've been about eight years old. Richard and I met at a 
boxing show. He was boxing and won on points. He was still 
a bit of a comedian. He got pushed through the ropes and 
started swingin'." 


"I was wild before I met Janet," said Dunn, 31. He met her 


11 years ago and, after a one-year courtship, married her. "The 
first date I stopped drinking. I haven't drinked since. 


"Janet's a really fantastic kid," Dunn continued. 
"She 


helped me. I was amateur boxing, playing rugby and para- 
chuting all at the same time. I was doig every night. I came 
home one night, my nose all smashed in from playing rugby. 
She threw me boots on the fire and burned me boots. 


"She said, 'that's it. Take three years. If you don't do nothin' 


in three years, give it up altogether.' I said 'fairnough.' So I 
stuck to it for three years and I did alright. I tried it for three 
more years ad I did even better. And the last three years, I've 
been out of thisworld." 


Every morning at 4 a.m., Janet would "kick him out of bed," 


and Dunn vest and a hood and drive out to dewy and dark Ilkley 
Moor. Janet would go back to sleep. 


"I do me running in the heather," Dunn said, "up to your 


knees in the heather. And the air is like wine. When you go 
up there," he pauses and draws a deep draught of air through 
his nostrils, "you go dizzy 'cause it's thatiful place." 


Dunn claims to be a new man since doing some serious soul- 


searching two ye. That was just after he lost his last fight, to 
Jose Urtain of Spain in four rounds. Prior to that was an eighth- 
round knockout by Jimmy Young, the Philadelphian who lost 


a controversial unanimous decision to an out-of-shape Ali on 
April 30. 


Dunn's pro record is 33-9 and he earned the title shot by 


knocking out Bernd August in the third round for the European 
heavyweight championship on April 6. 


"I've more confidence in meself since I met George," Dunn 


said of his manager, who took him over only a year ago. "I've 
more determination. My style hasn't changed much but I'm 
fitter now, stronger, punching better. 


"I have the best chance of any European in recent years to 


win the title because I am a southpaw as well. In 1966, 
Muhammad Ali fought Karl Mildenberger in Germany when 
Muhammad Ali was very young and very, very fit. At his peak, 
really good. And for 12 rounds he had a hell of a job with Karl 
Mildenberger, who was a southpaw and was 29-years old at the 
time. Well, I'm a southpaw and Ali is now 34 years old. He's 
not got the ambition that I'vejipt." 


Dunn has had six fights under George Biddies, won five by 


kayos and one on points, a 15round unanimous decision for the 
British heavyweight championship. "He was making no 
progress before he came to me," said Biddies. "He was 
despairing, he was even thinking of giving it up. He's a bit on 
the shy side and he thought I wouldn't want to bother with 
him. 
"But Janet said, 'you go down and ask.' He drove 220 


miles just to spar in my gymnasium and the second visit he 
plucked up the courage to ask me if I'd take over his 
management. There's no question that his wife Janet was the 
driving force behind him." Biddies said he realized from the 
start Dunn's problem was "a psychological thing." "He's 
always been a good fighter," Biddies said, "but he's never 
believed in Richard Dunn to the extent he should have. I taught 


him self-belief. The poorest amateur knows how to stick out 
his hand. "The greatness of Muhammad Ali is built simply and 
solely on his absolute inborn self-assurance. It enables him to 
do the things he does." 


Both Biddies and Dunn share a genuine respect and gratitude 


to Ali, who is helping them to a $200,000 payday. "He's done 
more for boxing and boxers than any other boxer who ever 
lived," Biddies said. "He's kept alive promotions, boxers, 
hangers on, seconds, Drainers, he's really and truly been a 
messiah to boxing. Nobody loses, everybody goes home a 
winner with the champ. "There's no doubt when the fella can 
call himself the greatest for 20 years and then for 15 years go 
ahead and prove it, it's a remarkable performance. But in my 
opinion, the moment has got to come that he must deteriorate 
that little bit. In a hard battle the physical will eventually be 
noticeable. "I am sure that battle he had with Joe Frazier (last 
September) did not do him a great deal of good. It may have 
done the world of good to Richard Dunn. Richard is going in 
there firmly believing that he has a chance to win and he's 
going to win. He's not going in there to survive a few rounds. 
The certainty is that Ali will earn his money this time as he 
did against Frazier." 


Dunn, a parachutist like Chuck Wepner, a laborer like 


Jimmy Young and a muscle man like Ron Lyle, promises not 
to be another Jean Pierre Coopman, who barely even showed 
passive resistance enroute to a five round kayo as Ali's "Bum 
of the Month," in February. "No way," Dunn says, emphatical- 
ly. To which Janet adds, "I could have done better than 
Coopman meself." 


New York Pro Teams Keep Shelling Out the Dough

professional franchises have been able to land some of the top 
names in the sporting world, generally without giving up as 
much as a player in return.

finished 20 games under .500 
in 1974, bought some insur- 
ance against such a finish in 
1975 when they apporached 
the financially-plagued San 
Francisco Giants and 
purchased slugger Dave King- 
man for $160,000. The tower- 
ing outfielder provided the 
Mets a team record 36 home 
runs last year. 


The New York Cosmos made 


Pele the highest paid athlete 
in the world in the spring of 
1975 with an estimated $4.5 
million pact covering three 
years while the New York Sets 
increased King's tax bracket 
substantially in luring her 
away from the Philadelphia 
Freedoms with hopes of attain- 
ing a greater impact for team 
tennis on the entertainment 
dollar. She was signed to a 
contract reportedly worth 
$130,000 a year for four years. 


The New York Giants, who 


have won just 10 games in the 
last three years, put their fi- 
nancial powers of persuasian 
to work in April and bought off 
their first "franchise" player, 
Csonka. The bruising fullback 
became a free agent when the 
World Football League folded 
and took advantage of it to 
sign a multi-year contract in 
excess of a million dollars with 
the Giants. 


It was also an excellent pub- 


lic relations move by the club, 
which is trying to erase some 
of the anti-Giant sentiment 
caused by its moving from 
New York to New Jersey this 
fall. 


The New York Rangers, an- 


other victim of a quick playoff 
exit in the 1974-75 season, 
lured two of the highest scor- 
ing young forwards in the 
World Hockey Association 
during that off-season, Wayne 
Dillon and Pat Hickey, in 
hopes of adding some much 
needed wheels up front. 


Dillon, who scored 95 points 


with the Toronto Toros in 
1974-75, inked his name to a 
contract calling for $1.4 mil- 
lion over seven years while his 
WHA teammate Hickey, who 
scored 35 goals and 69 points 
that same season, signed for 
$450,000 over three years. Both

landed a "franchise" player in 
George McGinnis, co-MVP in 
the ABA along with Erving. 


McGinnis did 
not 
come 


cheaply—signing for an esti- 
mated $2.4 million in a sixyear 
deal—but the Knicks figured 
he would be worth it if he 
could provide them a more 
productive season and longer 
life in the playoffs when, in- 
cidentally, ticket prices take a 
jump. 


There was only one problem: 


the Knicks signed him without 
bothering to check with the 
Philadephia 76ers, who had 
drafted 
McGinnis in 1973 


when his senior class at Indi- 
ana University graduated. The 
NBA nullified his contract and 
stripped the Knicks of a No. 1 
draft choice for signing the 
ABA superstar. 


Broken-hearted but $2.4 mil-

Du nn’s p ro record is 33-9 and he earned the title sho t by 
kno cking o u t Bemd Au gu st in the third ro u nd for the Eu ro p ean 
heav y weight champ io nship on Ap ril 6 , 
“I’v e more co nfidence in meself since I met Geo rge," Du nn 
said of his manager, who to o k him ov er only a y ear ago. "I v e 
more determinatio n. My sty le hasn't changed mu ch bu t I’m 
fitter now, stro nger, p u nching better. 
"I hav e the best chance o f any Eu ro p ean in recent y ears to 
win the title becau se I am a so u thp aw aa well. In 1966, 
Mu hammad Ali fo u ght Karl Mildenberger in Germany when 
Mu hammad Ali was v ery y o u ng and v ery , v ery fit. At his p eak, 
really good. And for 12 ro u nds he had a hell of a jo b with Karl 
Mildenberger, who was a so u thp aw and was 29-y ears old at the 
time. Well, I’m a so u thp aw and Ali is now 34 y ears old. He's 
no t got the ambitio n that I’v e go t.” 


Du nn has had six fights u nder George Biddles, won fiv e by 
kay os and one on p o ints, a lfiro u nd u nanimo u s decisio n for the 
British heav y weight champ io nship . "He was making no 
p rogress before he came to me,” said Biddles. "He was 
desp airing, he was ev en thinking o f giv ing it u p . He’s a bit on 
the shy side and he tho u ght I wo u ldn't want to bo ther with 
him. 
"Bu t Janet said, ‘y ou go down and ask.' He dro v e 220 
miles ju st to sp ar in my gy mnasiu m and the seco nd v isit he 
p lu cked u p the co u rage to ask me if I’d take ov er his 
management. There's no q u estio n that his wife Janet was the 
driv ing force behind him.” Biddles said he realized from the 
start Du nn’s p ro blem was "a p sy chological thing." "H e’s 
alway s been a good fighter,” Biddles said, “bu t he's nev er 
believ ed in Richard Du nn to the ex tent he sho u ld hav e. I tau ght 


him self-belief. The p o o rest amateu r knows how to stick o u t 
his hand. "The greatness of Mu hammad Ali is bu ilt simp ly and 
solely on his abso lu te inbo rn self-assu rance.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Al- 


though it's been a week now 
tince the hockey season ended, 
Je«n Beliveau has been kept 
busy in the Montreal front 
office. Mostly, it seems, his 
time is devoted to remember- 
ing the past and trying to focus 
it on the present. 


"So many people have been 


•siting me to compare this 
edition of the Canadiens to the 
teams I played for," said 
Beliveau on the phone from 
Montreal. "I feel this is dif- 
ficult to do because you have 
to start with the fact that 
hockey is a little different to- 
day than hockey was in the 
50's. 


"Hockey as a whole is a lot 


faster today and it is played by 
men who are much bigger. So 
many of them are six feet and 
190 pounds. But I feel the 
Canadiens"75-76 edition is 
certainly one of the best teams 
the Canadiens ever had." 


Beliveau, a gentle giant of 


the ice during his dist- 
inguished career, played on 10 
Stanley Cup championship 
teams with Montreal, includ- 
ing a stretch from 1956-60 
when the Canadiens won a 
record five in a row. He still is 
associated with the Canadiens 
as vice president and director 
of corporate relations. 


When the Canadiens com- 


pleted a four-game sweep over 
the defending champion Phil- 
adelphia Flyers last Sunday, 
the Cup returned to Montreal 
for the first time in three years. 
Yet, 
even with the solitary 


championship, the Canadiens 
were so awesome during the 
regular campaign and the 
playoffs that it becomes 
almost impossible to avoid 
comparison with previous 
dynasties. 


From 1956-60, when they 


won their five consecutive 
championships, the Canadiens 
had virtually an all-time all- 
star team with such per- 
formers as Beliveau, Maurice 
and Henri Richard, Bernie 
Geoffrion, 
Jacques 
Plante, 


Doug Harvey, Tom Johnson, 
Dickie Moore, Bert Olmstead 
and Butch Bouchard, whose 
son was on this year's team. 


But the 1975-76 group set 


numerous records, losing only 
11 of 80 regular season games 
and then storming through the 
playoffs with 12 victories in 13 
outings. 


As a member of the Mont- 


real organization since 1950, 
Beliveau thus finds himself in 
the 
position of being the 


perfect source for anyone seek- 
ing to make comparisons. 


"The big difference now is 


the mobility of the de- 
fensemen," said Beliveau, who 
is 44. "Most of them are much 
better skaters than the ones in 
the 50's. When I started, there 
were three 
very good of- 


fensiveminded defensemen: 
Doug Harvey on our team, 
Tim Horton in Toronto and 
Red Kelly in Detroit. The oth- 
ers were mostly big guys and 
since they were not as good 
skaters as the three I men- 
tioned, they had to stay back 
in their own end. 


"Today, most of the de- 


fensemen are good skaters and 
we are fortunate to have on our 
team t h r e e 
great of- 


fensiveminded defensemen in 
Guy Lapointe, Serge Savard 
and 
Larry Robinson. And 


don't forget we also had fellows 
named (Pierre) Bouchard and 
(Bill) Nyrop. Maybe they're 
not as mobile but they're very 
solid, strong defensemen." 


Is the present Canadien de- 


fensive unit the best you've 
ever seen? 


"I think so," Beliveau an- 


swered. "Because of the speed 
and size and their mobility. 
But maybe we had better 
scorers from '55-60 than the 
ones on the team right now 
and in net we had Jacques 
Plante, who I still think is the 
best goalie I've ever seen in 
hockey. Ken Dryden is coming 
up close behind him, but give 
him a little more time." 


Obviously, time also is a 


factor in determining just how 
high a level the current group 
of Canadiens will rate in the 
history of hockey's most suc- 
cessful franchise, one that has 
won the Stanley Cup 19 times. 
But on the basis of one year, 
the 1975-76 edition has to com- 
pare with the best.
